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RULES OF ORDER FOR THE COUNCIL 


I.—ORGANIZATION. 


Section 1. The Council shall be opened each day with prayer at 
the hour which may be designated. At the call to order members shall 
take their seats and preserve proper silence and decorum, standing 
only when addressing the chair. 


Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on 
the first day of Council, if in his judgment a constitutional quorum 
be present, the President shall declare that Council is duly organized, 
and is ready for business. If he judge the presence of a quorum 
doubtful, he may have the roll of the Clergy and Lay Delegates called. 


Section 3. In case of absence of Secretary of the Council, the 
vacancy shall be filled pro tempore by the Council. 


Section 4. After the organization of Council, the President shall 
appoint the following Council Committees: 


(1) A committee of two on Journal of Council with power to act 
during recess and report, of which the Secretary of the Diocese shall 
be chairman. 


(2) A committee of six, three of each order, on the Admission 
of New Parishes. 


(3) A committee of two, one of each order, on Credentials. 


(4) A committee of six, three of each order, on Constitution and 
Canons, with power to consider subjects brought to their notice be- 
tween the sessions of the Council. 


(5) A Committee on Dispatch of Business, the number to be de- 
termined by the President of Council. 


(6) A committee of nine, consisting of four clergymen and five 
laymen, on the budgets of the Diocese, to include both The Church’s 
Program and the Diocesan Expense Account. 


(7) A Committee, of five members, on Abandoned Property. 


(8) A Committee, of four members, of which the Secretary of the 
Diocese shall be ex officio a member, on Parochial Reports. 


(9) A Committee of seven members, including the Bishop ex 
officio, on the Church Pension Fund. 


(10) A Committee of three, consisting of one clergyman and 
two laymen, on Finance, to which shall be referred all motions and 
resolutions providing for appropriations, except motions and resolu- 
tions which have previously been considered by the Committee on 
Budget for The Church’s Program of the Diocese, and on which said 
Committee is prepared to report. The work of this Committee is to 
apply a to motions and appropriations originating on the floor of 

ouncil. 


Section 5. The reports and addresses of the Bishop and the Bish- 
op Coadjutor shall be in order at any time after the organization of 
Council and the appointment of the Council Committees, and shall 
have precedence over all other business. 
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II.—ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Section 1. When no order of business has been adopted, the order 
shall be as follows: 


(1) Reading of the Minutes of the preceding day, but this may 
Panne by a vote of a majority of the Council, taken without 
ebate. 


(2) Petitions. 

(3) Election of officers. 

(4) Report of officers. 

(5) The report of Council committees. 
(6) The report of special committees. 
(7) Unfinished business. 

(8) Motions and resolutions. 


(This Order of Business subject to the adopted report of Com- 
mittee on the Dispatch of Business.) 


III.— ORDER OF DEBATE AND LEGISLATION. 


Section 1. All resolutions or motions shall be reduced to writing, 
and read by the Secretary to the Council, before they shall be debated, 
and no resolution or motion shall be considered until seconded. This 
rule, so far as it requires a reduction to writing, shall not apply to 
motions to adjourn, to postpone, to lay on the table, to refer to a 
committee, or other like parliamentary motions. 


Section 2. After a motion is stated by the President, or read by 
the Secretary, it shall be deemed in the possession of the Council, but 
may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before amendment or 
vote, with the consent of the second. 


Section 3. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of an amendment or substitute for the matter under considera- 
tion. 


Section 4. If the question under debate contains several distinct 
propositions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, 
and a vote taken separately; except that a motion to strike out and 
insert shall be indivisible. 


Section 5. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, 
a motion to amend the same may be made, but no further amendment 
to such second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute to both 
amendments may be received, and if adopted, shall operate as an 
amendment to the original proposition. 


Section 6. When a question is under consideration, no motion 
shall be received except to adjourn, to lay it upon the table, for the 
previous question, to postpone to a certain time, to postpone indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to amend it or to substitute for amendments as 
in the last section, and motions for any of these purposes shall have 
precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amend- 
ment on the table be adopted, the matter before the Council shall be 
considered as if no such amendment had been offered. 
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Section 7. Motions to lay on the table and adjourn shall be de- 
cided without debate; and such motions shall always be in order, ex- 
cept while a member has the floor, or a vote on any question is being 
taken. 


Section 8. The previous question shall only be put when demand- 
ed by a majority of those present. It shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question now be put?” and, until decided, all debate, amendments, 
and other motions shall be out of order. 


Section 9. When a question has been decided by the Council or 
postponed indefinitely, a motion to reconsider can only be made by 
one member and seconded by another who voted with the majority. 


A motion to reconsider must be made the same day the vote is 
taken, or on the succeeding day. 


Section 10. When a member desires to speak or present any mat- 
ter to the Council, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address 
himself to the President, and shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, avoiding all personalities. 


Section 11. If any member trespasses the rule of the Council, 
the President shall, or any members may, call him to order, in which 
case the member so called to order shall immediately take his seat, 
unless permitted to explain, until the question of the order is decided 
by the President, when he may proceed in order as ruled by the 
President. 


Section 12. All questions of order shall be decided by the Chair 
without debate, but any member may appeal from such decision, and 
on such appeal no member shall speak more than once without the 
permission of the Council. 


Section 18. The names of the movers of all resolutions shall ap- 
pear upon the Minutes of the Council. 


Section 14. When two or more members rise at once, the Presi- 
dent shall say who is entitled to the floor, and from his decision there 
shall be no appeal. 


Section 15. The vote on any question shall be taken by ayes and 
noes, unless five members demand a vote by orders, as required by 
the Constitution. 


Section 16. Every member who may be in the house when the 
question is put shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special rea- 
sons, shall excuse him. 


Section 17. No member shall vote upon a question in the decision 
of which he is immediately and personally interested. 


Section 18. Upon a division and count no member shall be count- 
ed who is not within the limits assigned as seats of members. 


Section 19. The reports of all committees shall be in writing, 
and all reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of 
opinion by the Council, shall be accompanied by the proper resolutions 
expressing the same for the consideration of the Council. 
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IV.—GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


Section 1. No member shall absent himself from the meetings of 
the Council without leave, unless he be sick or unable to attend. 


Section 2. The President shall, at his discretion, select suitable 
seats without the limits of those allotted to the use of members, which 
shall be appropriated to the accommodation of visiting clergymen and 
candidates for orders who may be invited by the Rector or Wardens 
of the Church in which the Council is held, under the direction of the 
President and Council. 


Section 8. No spectator shall, during the daily sessions of the 
Council, be admitted within the pews allotted to the Council; and the 
Rector and Wardens of the Church in which the Council is held are 
requested to see that this rule is enforced. 


Section 4. No rule of order shall be repealed, amended or sus- 
pended, except by a two-thirds vote. 


Section 5. These Rules of Order for the Council shall remain 
in force until amended or rescinded by this or some future meeting 
of the Council.

ST. PAUL’S CHURCH, PETERSBURG, VIRGINIA 
May 12-138, 1953 


The Sixty-First Annual Council of the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia met in St. Paul’s Church, Petersburg, Virginia, 
Tuesday, May 12, 1953, with the Bishop, the Rt. Rev. George 
Purnell Gunn, D.D., presiding. 


The Council opened at 9:15 A.M. with the Celebration 
of the Holy Communion; the Bishop being the Celebrant, 
and assisted by the Rt. Rev. William A. Brown, D.D., LL.D., 
retired Bishop, by the Rev. Sydney C. Swann, rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, and by the Secretary of the Council. 


At 10:30 A.M., the Bishop took the chair, and after 
an opening prayer, called the Council to order. 


On motion of the Rev. Francis H. Craighill, the follow- 
ing motion was adopted: 


Whereas: The Constitution of this Diocese requires fifteen members 
of the Clerical Order, and Lay Delegates from fifteen parishes, sepa- 
rate congregations and organized missions for a quorum, and 
Whereas: It is obvious that this constitutional quorum is more than 
present, and 

Whereas: This Council is without Rules of Order to govern its pro- 
cedures, 

Therefore Be It Resolved: That the Rules of Order as printed on pages 
2-4 of the 1953 Council Hand Book be adopted for this Council, with 
the following amendments: 

(1) Strike out section 2 of division 1, on organization, and substitute 


therefor the following: 
Section 2. When the President shall have taken the chair on the first 
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day of Council, if in his judgment a constitutional quorum be present, 
the President shall declare that Council is duly organized, and is ready 
for business. If he judge the presence of a quorum doubtful, he may 
have the roll of the Clergy and Lay Delegates called. 


(2) Under Division IV, General Regulations, add a new section to be 
numbered 5, as follows: 

Section 5. These Rules of Order for the Council shall remain in force 
until amended or rescinded by this or some future meeting of the 
Council. 


The President stated that a constitutional quorum was 
present in each Order, and that he declared the Council 
open and ready for business. 


Note: Present in this Council were 54 Clergy, canonically connected 
with this Council, and 177 Lay Delegates representing 77 Parish Churches, 
Separate Congregations and Organized Missions in union with the Council. 
Present also were 4 Clergymen who have been resident in this Diocese for 
a period of less than six months. 


Mr. James Mann, Jr. moved the following, which was 
adopted : 
Resolved: That Section 4 of Division I of the Rules of Order for the 
Council, as printed in the Council Hand Book be amended by adding 
a new sub section (10), reading as follows: ‘“(10) A Committee of 
three, consisting of one clergyman and two laymen, on Finance, to 
which shall be referred all motions and resolutions providing for ap- 
propriations, except motions and resolutions which have previously 
been considered by the Committee on Budget for The Church’s Pro- 
gram of the Diocese, and on which said Committee is prepared to 
report.” 
With the exception of the item, Roll Call of the Clergy 
and the Laity, the Program of the Council, as printed on 
pages 5-7 in the Council Hand Book, was adopted. 


A seat and vcice in the Council were given to each of

Mr. James Mann, Jr., Chairman, reported for the Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Canons, and moved the following 
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Amendments to Canon VII., Of The Executive Board, which 
were accordingly adopted: 


Section 1—There shall be an Executive Board constituted as follows: 
the Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one; the Suffragan Bishop, if 
there be any; the treasurer of the Diocese; the President of the Diocesan 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary; eight clergymen and eight laymen 
elected by ballot at each Annual Council, and two members elected by the 
above constituted Executive Board. A majority of the members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring 
between Council Meetings. 


Section 2—The elected members shall be chosen as follows: four 
clergymen and four laymen shall be elected by each Annual Council from 
a convocation to be known as the Tidewater Convocation, ******(The rest 
of section 2 to read as at present). 


Section 3—As at present. 


Section 4—(a) A Board Member elected to such office at three con- 
secutive meetings of the Council shall not be eligible for re-election at the 
next Annual Council. (b) A Board Member, however elected, shall not be 
eligible to serve for more than six counciliar years. 


Section 5—As at present. 


Section 6—The Executive Board shall be authorized to elect, direct 
and determine the salary of the Executive and Field Secretaries, and other 
Diocesan administrative employees, for work in the Diocese. Such salaries 
shall be included in the detailed budget submitted to the Annual Council. 


Section 7—As at present. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Constiution and 
Canons recommended and moved the adoption of the follow- 
ing Proposed Amendment to Canon VI.: 


Upon the opening of each Council, the Bishop shall appoint a Com- 
mittee on Finance, to consist of three persons. Both Orders shall be 
represented on said Committee and no member of the Department of 
Finance established by the Executive Board of the Diocese shall be 
eligible to serve thereon. All motions or resolutions providing for ap- 
propriations shall be referred to the Committee on Finance, and no 
appropriation shall be made after the adoption of the rates of assess- 
ment for the year. 


The foregoing motion was adopted. 


The following Amendment, recommended and moved 
by the Chairman of the Committee on Constiution and 
Canons, was adopted :. 


That in line 5 of section 1 of Canon XXIII., the words, “Section 38”, 
be changed to read, “the provisions of.” 


With reference to a proposed Amendment to Article II. 
of the Constitution, which Amendment would change the 
dates of the Meetings of the Council from the second Tues- 
day in May of each year to the first Tuesday in February of 
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each year, the Chairman of the Committee on Constitution 

and Canons recommended that the change be not adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Fred Martin, the proposed Constitutional 

Canes ia the date of the Meetings of Council was laid on 
e table. 


Mr. Kerr S. Evans moved the following, which was 
adopted: 


That the Bishop set the second Tuesday in February as the date for 
the Meeting of the 1954 Council. 


The Committee on Constitution and Canons, through 
its Chairman, Mr. James Mann, Jr., reported as follows: 


“Your Committee reports that the word “parish” appears in the Con- 
stitution and the Canons of the Diocese over fifty times. A reading 
of the Constitution and Canons makes it apparent that in many in- 
stances the word is used in relation to a geographical area, such, for 
instance, as Lynnhaven Parish and Elizabeth River Parish. 


“Tn other instances, it is apparent that the word is used with reference 
to a separate church or congregation within the parish. 


“Tn still other instances it is impossible to tell in which sense the word 
is used. 


“The Committee also reports that the term “separate congregation” 
appears in many instances, and in some of these instances it is ap- 
parent that the term is intended to be synonymous with the word 
parish’. 

“We are of the opinion that the use of said term to designate any 
geographical area is obsolete and confusing, and that it should be 
used solely for the purpose of designating an individual church or 
congregation, and that every congregation within the Diocese which 
is self-supporting shall be regarded as a separate parish. 


“If the Constitution and the Canons are changed in accordance with 
our views, then the term “separate congregation” will become useless. 


“We are also of the opinion that the establishment of a new congrega- 
tion or church should be controlled in part by the other churches 
located within the County or City involved and not the other churches 
within the parish, using that term to designate a geographical area. 
“If the majority of the Council favors the view of your Committee, 
then in order to bring about the desired changes, it will be necessary 
to make a general revision of the Constitution and of the Canons. 
“This is no small undertaking and your Committee has not felt justi- 
fied in undertaking a general revision without knowing the sense of 
Council on the subject. 

“In order to bring the matter to a head, the Committee offers the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved: That the Constitution and Canons be amended so as to 
provide in effect: 

(1) That every church or separate congregation within the Diocese 
which is self-supporting and is entitled to have a Rector shall con- 
stitute a parish. 

(2) That the present definitions of organized, unorganized and paro- 
chial missions be retained, but such modifications be made as may be 
necessary for the sake of clarity. 
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(3) All other terms now used in the Constitution and the Canons to 
designate a church or a separate congregation are abolished. 


(4) That no new congregation or parish shall be established within 
the Diocese without the consent of the majority of the Vestries within 
the County or the City in which it is proposed to establish the new 
congregation. 


(5) In order to accomplish the above, the Committee on the Constitu- 
tion and Canons is instructed to report to the next Council a resolution, 
or resolutions, designed to amend such provisions of the Constitution 
and Canons as may be necessary to accomplish the desired changes.” 


The foregoing Resolutions were adopted in principle, 
and the Committee on Constitution and Canons was re- 
quested to present to the next meeting of the Council spe- 
cific recommendations as to the changes required in the 
Constitution and Canons in order to put these Resolutions 
into effect. 


The Chancellor, Mr. Thos. H. Willcox, reported orally, 
stating that his duties since last Council were of a routine 
nature. 


The recommendations of the special committee appoint- 
ed to advise as to what should and what should not be in- 
cluded in the printing of the Journal, Admiral Davis, chair- 
man, were taken from the Calendar and approved. In con- 
nection with these recommendations, the resolution calling 
for the published tabulation of parochial statistics was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Printing the Journal, with the 
advice of the Executive Administrator.

Ribble requested that the term, “‘communicant” be given 
such definition as can be followed by the churches of this 
Diocese as a Standard for reporting the number of com- 
municants when making up the annual parochial reports. 


The Rev. William E. Rasche moved: That the personnel 
of the Committee on Parochial Reports shall constitute a 
committee to determine the status of persons who are en- 
rolled as communicants. The motion was adopted. 


Mr. Charles Edgar Gilliam, president, reported for 
The Ridley Foundation. The report was received and refer- 
red to the Committee on Printing the Journal. Appendix R. 


The following Resolutions, presented by the Rev. Ed- 
win T. Williams, were adopted and the Bishop and the 
treasurer were authorized to draw upon any available funds 
to cover the printing costs involved:

ADDRESS AND REPORT OF THE BISHOP TO THE COUNCIL 


To the Clergy and Laity of the Sixty-first Council of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia: 


“In the Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen.” 


In General Church Canon 43, Section 4, “Of Duties of Bishop,” there is 
stated: “At every Annual Convention or Convocation the Bishop shall make 
a statement of the affairs of the Diocese or Missionary District since the last 
meeting of the Convention or Convocation; the names of the churches which 
he has visited; the number of persons confirmed; the names of those who 
have been received as Candidates for Holy Orders; of those who have been 
ordained; and of those who have by him been suspended or deposed from 
the Ministry; the changes by death, removal or otherwise, which have taken 
place among the Clergy; and all matters tending to throw light upon the af- 
fairs of the Diocese or Missionary District; which statement shall be in- 
serted in the Journal.” 

Furthermore, in Article VIII of the Constitution of the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia there is stated: “The Bishop shall be the President of the 
Council. It shall be his duty to give the Council annually a report of his of- 
ficial acts, and a general review of the state of the Church; and he may de- 
clare his views on any subject after it has been discussed, before a vote 
INEreot . anys 

With the General Canon of the Church in mind, and also with the 
Article of the Constitution of this Diocese in mind, this address and report 
will follow the requirements explicitly. 

1. At every Annual Convention or Convocation the Bishop shall make 
a statement of the affairs of the Diocese or Missionary District since the last 
meeting of the Convention or Convocation. 

Any intelligent and constructive statement of the affairs of the Diocese 
must, of necessity, be based upon the information received from the Paroch- 
ial Reports from the Separate Churches, and Missions of the Diocese. 

Most regretfully, it is noted that on April 13th of this present year, the 
date on which the Hand Book of Council went to press, we could give no 
totals for the White Churches of the Diocese, as seven of these Churches had 
not turned in at that late date a Parochial Report. Every Negro Church in 
the Diocese had turned in a Parochial Report on that date. 

On the date on which this Report to Council is being written, being May 
Ist., there are yet five of the seven White Churches remaining to be heard 
from concerning their Parochial Reports. And please let it be noted, the date 
on which Parochial Reports are required by the General Canon of our Church 
to be turned in is February Ist. 

Summarizing the figures from the summary of such Parochial Reports as 
we have, we note that we have one additional Parish Church, Emmanuel 
Church, at Kempsville, admitted by the last Council of the Diocese. There 
are two additional Separate Congregations, and two less Organized Mis- 
sions. There is one less Unorganized Mission, and we yet have ten abandoned 
Churches which are Dormant. 

We have four additional rectories in the Diocese, located at Gretna, 
Boydton, Hopewell, and Hampton (formerly Phoebus). We have three new 
Parish Houses, at St. John’s Church, Hampton, Emmanuel Church, Franklin, 
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and at St. Michael’s Church, Bon Air. We have four additional ones in the 
process of construction, located at Old Donation Church, Lynnhaven, The 
Church of the Advent, The Church of the Epiphany, both at Norfolk, and 
at St. John’s Church, Chester, and St. Andrew’s Church, Warwick. 

We have 16 additional Lay Readers; 1104 additional Baptised Persons, 
434 additional Confirmed Persons, and an increase in the number of Families 
by 235.—We have increased in Infant Baptisms by 68, but we have lost 19 in 
Adult Baptisms, and have a total increase of persons Baptised in the number 
of only 49. We have had 15 less Marriages, and we have had, to our joy, less 
Funerals in the number of 25. 

In the total number of Active Communicants we have gained 445. The 
total number of Communicants reported for the year 1952 is 17,120. This 
is the largest number of Communicants reported for the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia in its history. In the year 1918, the year before the Diocese of 
Southwestern Virginia was divided from Southern Virginia the number of 
Communicants was 17,546, or just 426 Communicants more than we now re- 
port for Southern Virginia alone. The Diocese of Southern Virginia began 
with 12,783 Communicants in 1919, and we have gained 4,337 Communicants 
over the thirty-five years in the Diocese of Southern Virginia without what 
is now Southwestern Virginia. This is a rough average of increase of 124 
Communicants per year. This is not too encouraging a fact when it is re- 
membered that there were 886 persons Confirmed in Southern Virginia this 
past Counciliar year. Where, my bretheren, are these evaporated Communi- 
cants? Surely death and letters of transfer do not account for them all. 

In Church School Officers and Teachers we have increased by 69, and 
in Church School Scholars we have an additional 239. 

In Parochial Disbursements there has been a total increase of $172,000.00. 
The disbursements for Diocesan and General Church purposes have increased 
only $25,000.00. In other words the percentage spent by Parishes on them- 
selves is 86%, and the percentage spent by Parishes for Diocesan and Gen- 
eral Church purposes is 14%. As a base minimum it seems fair that for all 
expenditures outside of the Parish there should be contributed 20%, and the 
remaining 80% on local housekeeping. 

The amount of indebtedness of the Diocese is $70,000.00 more than it 
was the previous year. This may be accounted for by the erection of new 
Church properties, but we fervently pray undue indebtedness will not in- 
crease among us. 

The total disbursement for all purposes, Parochial, Diocesan, and Gen- 
eral Church, is in excess of $1,000,000.00, being $1,111,736.00. This represents 
a total increase of disbursements for all purposes in the total of $196,000.00. 
We may feel sure that Southern Virginia is solvent, though we have not yet 
reached the fair proportion between spending money on ourselves and giving 
to God’s work in the Diocese and throughout the world.

Herewith is given a summary of my Official Acts in and for the Diocese 
in and for the Diocese in the past Counciliar Year: 
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Matters tending to throw light upon the affairs of the Diocese are com- 
mented on quite briefly. 

There will be two men graduated from two Seminaries this June, one 
is Mr. Henry Causey Barton, Jr., who will graduate from the Virginia Semi- 
nary, and will be ordained a Deacon on June 24th, at St. Paul’s Church, Suf- 
folk. The other young man, who will graduate from Temple University, is 
Mr. Thomas Smith, Jr., and he will be ordained in all probability some time 
this winter, as a Deacon, as he has to serve his time as a Candidate before 
he may be ordained. 

It is my purpose to ordain to the Priesthood the Rev. Cornelius A. Za- 
briskie and the Rev. Harry Thomas at Grace Church, Yorktown, on May 
21st of this present year. Mr. Zabriskie has been serving as Deacon-in-Charge 
of Grace Church, Yorktown, and Mr. Thomas has been serving as Deacon-in- 
Charge of three Churches in Mecklenburg County, working in association 
with the Rev. J. Powell Eaton. It is also my purpose to ordain to the Priest- 
hood the Rev. C. Charles Vache’ at St. Michael’s Church, Bon Air, on June 
1ith of this year. Mr. Vache’ has been serving St. Michael’s, Bon Air, as 
Deacon-in-Charge. 

Beside the addition of these men, we now have ten men in preparation 
for the Christian Ministry, either at Seminaries or studying privately. I 
would like to remind the clergy and lay persons present, our great need and 
privilege of calling to the attention of suitable and qualified young men the 
vocation of the Christian Ministry. We never know when the seed may be 
planted to assist the work of God in calling young men to give their lives to 
His Service. 

As you know, we now have the services of Vice Admiral Ralph O. Davis 
as our Executive Administrator. A little later in the program of Council we 
will have a report from Admiral Davis. We have great hopes and plans for 
the usefulness and effectiveness of the services of Admiral Davis. 

As you also know, certainly the clergy, and we trust many of the laity, 
there is now being prepared the detailed figures which will comprise a survey 
of our Diocese. After these figures are secured, they will be sent to an ‘ex- 
pert for evaluation, and we trust by the fall we will have the material on 
which to outline a courageous and progressive program of advance work in 
our Diocese. 

At a recent meeting, perhaps the last meeting, of the Board of Trustees 
of the now inactive Bishop Payne Divinity School at Petersburg, a resolution 
was passed setting up the necessary authority for the transfer of the title of 
the Chapel at the Bishop Payne Divinity School, the Warden’s House, and 
the lot lying between these two properties, as a gift to the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia. The President of this Council will gladly entertain in the 
business of Council a resolution thanking the trustees of the Bishop Payne 
Divinity School for this valuable gift. 

As was mentioned at the last meeting of Council, Southern Virginia will 
be the host diocese to the meeting of the House of Bishops, which will take 
place in Williamsburg this coming November. We feel a sense of pride and 
satisfaction in looking forward to the visit of the Bishops of the Church to 
our diocese, and through the cooperation of Mr. Craighill, the rector of Bru- 
ton Parish, Williamsburg, and the good people of Williamsburg generally, we 
are assured of the comfort and convenience of our guests. 

In the year 1957 there will be the commemoration of the landing of our 
forefathers on Jamestown Island in 1607. The 350th anniversary of the his- 
toric and meaningful founding of the first permanent English settlement in 
this Country will be duly commemorated. We are assured that our Church 
will play a prominent part in this commemoration, and we look forward to 
1957 with satisfaction and interest. 

During the conference held recently with Dr. Percy Hall, the Executive 
Secretary of the Armed Forces Commission of our Church, it was brought 
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to our attention that the clergy over the Church generally are not having 
prayers for those in the Armed Forces. It is earnestly requested that the boys 
and young men, and young ladies, who have gone out from among us know 
that our prayers are following them, and that their Church is interested in 
them and wishes to keep them in its prayers. The clergy are urged to cor- 
respond with those who have gone from their several congregations into the 
Armed Forces, and to hold them faithfully in their prayers to Almighty God. 
The Book of Common Prayer has appropriate prayers for the occasion, and 
it is very much hoped that these prayers will be used frequently in the services 
of our Church. 

May God grant us an abundance of His Grace that we may the better 
set forward His work in our day and generation.

APPENDIX C. 
REPORT OF ARCHDEACON TAYLOR 


To the Bishop and the 
Sixty-First Annual Council, 
Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


Since the last Annual Council, my duties as Archdeacon have been per- 
formed under the direction of the Bishop at the following places: Accomack 
County, Appomattox, Bracey, Burkeville, Bon Air, Blackstone and Crewe, Em- 
poria, Purdy, Jarratt, South Hill, and Christ Church, Halifax. At most of 
these points, services were given once each month and in accordance with 
a regular schedule. Several conferences were held with vestries for the pur- 
pose of discussing plans for securing resident Ministers. Wherever a Deacon 
was stationed as Minister In Charge, it was my duty to celebrate The Holy 
Communion on each visit and to advise with him on matters pertaining to his 
work. The Bishop was kept informed as to conditions within the places visited.

Last September I was absent on two Sundays, being in attendance at the 
General Convention in Boston, Massachusetts. All other Sundays were oc- 
cupied with diocesan work. 

The Rev. Joseph W. Buchanan was ordained to the priesthood on Sep- 
tember 3, 1952, at which time my assignment to the Accomack churches was 
ended. Mr. Buchanan has won the love and respect of all four of his churches, 
and under his leadership the Church in Accomack is being helped and 
strengthened. 

Last fall it became necessary for the Rev. Francis H. Craighill to have 
assistance at Bruton Parish Church in Williamsburg and for ministerial at- 
tention to the students at the College of William and Mary. The Rev. Herbert 
N. Tucker, who at that time was in charge of the churches in Appomattox, 
Buckingham and Cumberland, accepted the Call to become assistant to Mr. 
Craighill and moved to Williamsburg in November. This left a vacancy in 
Appomattox, Buckingham and Cumberland. I have been visiting St. Ann’s, 
Appomattox once each month. The Rev. Robert E. Withers, Jr., also has 
monthly services at Appomattox, as well as in the Buckingham churches. St. 
James, Cartersville has an occasional supply. These churches are anxious to 
have a resident Minister. In order to do so, a rectory must be provided. 

Our little congregation at Burkeville presents a problem. Unless arrange- 
ments can be made in the near future for ministering to this small group, the 
prospects for their continuance are not encouraging. 

I gave services to the churches at Blackstone and Crewe only during the 
months of October, November and December. The Rev. John J. Howard is 
now in residence at Blackstone as rector and Minister In Charge of these 
congregations. 

My duties at All Saints, South Hill are also of a temporary nature, as the 
Rev. Harry Thomas, Minister in Charge, will soon be ordained to the priest- 
hood. A rectory is needed at South Hill, and there is a possibility that one 
may be obtained if the money can be found for its purchase. 

On the Third Sunday in each month, I celebrate the Holy Communion at 
St. Mark’s, Bracey, and advise with the Minister In Charge, the Rev. Charles 
C. Graves, concerning matters pertaining to his work. Mr. Graves is most ac- 
ceptable to the people of this congregation and to the neighborhood. Under 
his leadership, St. Mark’s is becoming a strong center of Negro work in 
Mecklenburg. 

On March 29th, of this year, I visited Christ Church, Halifax, read 
Morning Prayer, preached and held a conference with the vestry. Archdeacon 
Martin and I are cooperating in an effort to develop the work in this field. 
It is our hope to revive the St. Andrew’s Mission in the city of Danville. In 
this effort we are being encouraged by the Bishop and the Department of 
Missions. Should this venture prove successful, we shall have a fairly strong 
Cure composed of the congregations at Halifax, Chatham and Danville. 

Beginning in February of this year, I have been giving monthly services 
to Christ Church, Emporia and Grace Church, Purdy in Greensville County. 
The Rev. E. T. Williams of Lawrenceville has been very helpful and co- 
operative in helping these churches. They are very anxious to secure a resi- 
dent Minister and are keeping in close touch with the Bishop with that object 
in view. 

The growth of St. Michael’s, Bon Air has been amazing. This congrega- 
tion is receiving no aid from the diocese for operational expenses. With 
approximately 120 communicants, with a parish house in process of construc- 
tion, with energy and enthusiasm, St. Michael’s is forging ahead. Their 
Minister is the Rev. C. Charles Vache’ who is serving them very acceptably. 
Mr. Vache’ expects to be ordained to the priesthood next month. Last Sunday 
I made my final official visit to St. Michael’s. Having been associated with 
this congregation from their very beginning, it was difficult to bring these 
monthly visits to a close; but I rejoice in their growth under the leadership of 
Mr. Vache’. nt

APPENDIX D. 
REPORT OF ARCHDEACON MARTIN 


To Bishop Gunn and the Members of the Sixty-First Annual Council Diocese 
of Southern Virginia: 


In the Diocese of Southern Virginia, there are twenty-three Negro con- 
gregations with an aggregate of 2,987 baptized persons. 

During the summer of 1952, the Rev. Charles E. Taylor became rector 
of the cure, consisting of St. James’ Church, Portsmouth and St. Mark’s 
Church, Suffolk, thereby bringing the total number of Negro clergymen serv- 
ing in this Diocese to eight. We are happy to report that in the past year, none 
of our men were lost to other Dioceses. The fact that we are holding our 
clergy is illustrative of the stability and loyalty of our men and of the com- 
prehensive oversight of the missionary field by our alert and efficient 
Department of Missions. Of the eight clergymen now serving in the Diocese, 
five are in mission churches which are assisted by the Diocesan Board of 
Missions in the payment of salaries of their ministers. 

Southern Virginia, at the present time, has more Negro work and more 
Negro clergymen than any Diocese South of the District of Columbia, with 
the exception of the Diocese of South Florida. 

While there are only 16 Negro theological students enrolled in the var- 
ious Seminaries, Southern Virginia has one candidate for Holy Orders who is 
scheduled to graduate from the School of Theology of Temple University at 
the end of the current school year. Another young man, Mr. Dennis is sched- 
uled to enter the General Theological Seminary next fall. 

With the ordination of Mr. Smith, we will need only one additional 
man to completely staff our existing works. At the present, we have vacancies 
at St. Stephen’s Church, Petersburg and in the Halifax, Chatham and Dan- 
ville cure. 

When we compare work among Negroes in the Diocese of Southern Vir- 
ginia with what is being done in surrounding Dioceses, we find much to boast 
about. But when we measure our existing work against our past and present 
opportunities, the picture changes and we are forced to admit that we have 
left undone many things which we ought to have done. 
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The opportunity of the Episcopal Church for work among Negroes is uni- 
que in Southern Virginia. Hundreds of young men and women are being 
introduced to the Episcopal Church each year through St. Paul’s School in 
Lawrenceville. These individuals are scattered over rural and urban areas 
and become the leaven of understanding in interpreting the church to their 
communities. 

In talking with many Bishops over the South, one discovers that the 
Negro work in their Dioceses is a real problem on their hands which they are 
put to task as to how it may be solved. It is my sincere wish and ardent de- 
sire that the Negro work in Southern Virginia become so enthusiastically 
alive, that it might prove to be a spiritual and financial blessing to the whole 
Diocese. 

A total of $10,039.05 was contributed by our churches for Diocesan ex- 
pense and the Church’s Program in 1952. 

Over the past year, I have tried to be of general assistance to the Bishop 
in the oversight of Negro Churches.

APPENDIX E. 
REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 
(Edited) 


Gentlemen: 


Within the year since I last reported to you, the Woman’s Auxiliary of 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia has grown, not phenomenally but satis- 
factorily, adding three more branches, and nearly a thousand more women, 
to make a total of 111 branches now with 6,104 women reported as mem- 
bers, and with an increase of $12,000.00 raised by the peculiarly feminine 
methods known as by hook or by crook. 

Just after Council last year, we held our four District Meetings, on 
May 26-29 at St. George’s, Pungoteague; St. Paul’s, Newport News; St. 
John’s, Chester; and Trinity, South Boston, with a total attendance of 550 
or more women, and offerings amounting to $316.35. At two of these meet- 
ings our missionary speaker was the Rev. John J. Lloyd on furlough from 
Japan, and at the other two Mrs. Harry Taylor, returned with her famous 
husband, as you know, from their long medical missionary service in China. 
We gave one half of our offering to John Lloyd’s work in Japan, one fourth 
to Mrs. Taylor, who graciously added it to John Lloyd’s share, and the 
other fourth for a deep freeze at Dabney House and Hospital, toward 
which one of our generous auxiliary women personally had already given 
a $100.00 check. These District Meetings are always planned and presided 
over by our four vice-presidents, currently Mrs. Joseph R. Winstead of 
Newport News, Mrs. J. L. Lynam of Cape Charles, Mrs. James A. Davis, 
Jr. of Chester, and Mrs. Hosea Wilson of Danville, each the chairman of 
her own district. The Bishop, the Woman’s Auxiliary President, and a 
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special missionary speaker form our team which travles to the four areas 
as what we call “The Flying Squadron”. Also, for two years past Col. 
Parry Lewis has spoken for our three diocesan institutions, Boys’ Home, 
Jackson-Feild Home, and Dabney House and Hospital. Then in each dis- 
trict the Vice-president and her seven District Board members arrange the 
rest of the meeting, sometimes with workshops or conference periods, and 
always with luncheon. 

Our current Annual Report of the Woman’s Auxiliary, after being put 
into the hands of the printer on February 25th, was finally mailed out on 
April 15th, at least three copies to each small parish, many more to the 
large parishes, and one copy to each clergyman in the diocese. May I make 
the request that the clergy familiarize themselves throughly with its con- 
tents, as it presents a very full and accurate picture of the work the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary is doing. I particularly call your attention to the parish aux- 
iliary report blank in the back of the yearbook, which is due to be filled in 
and to reach the Diocesan President by December 15th. Please read it care- 
fully so as to help your women to meet its requirements. Any hiatus between 
you and your women could be happily closed if we could bring about mutual 
confidence and eagerly shared knowledge and service. 

Our Treasurer’s report shows $22,186.81 to be accounted for in 1952, 
of which $20,951.62 was disbursed. Tabulated sheets in the back of our 
yearbook, listing all parish branches and their contributions, will show that 
considerably less than one third of our total auxiliary gifts pass through 
the books of the Diocesan Treasurer because the auxiliary branches gave 
$35,000.00 directly to their own parish needs and $15,344.23 directly to the 
United Thank Offering Treasurer. 

In handling our money our Diocesan Treasurer also corresponds with 
many missionaries who benefit by these gifts which she dispenses. This 
work has been magnificently handled for six years by Mrs. Luther H. Ap- 
person of Good Shepherd Church, Richmond, but as she has served with 
distinction for the maximum length of time in that important office, we 
now have a new Treasurer, Mrs. Langhorne Jones, of Chatham, who is 
courageously tackling what is to her a “brave new world”. Our contributions 
for the year 1952 through all the different accounts amount to $72,481.42. 

Our Department Chairmen try to distribute information to guide and 
stimulate their various kinds of work among the 111 branches in the 102 
different parishes. The Devotional Secretary, Mrs. C. E. Minnigerode of St. 
Paul’s, Newport News, not only prepared very beautiful meditations for 
our Diocesan Board Meetings but also led a meeting of parish devotional 
chairmen in her District, sent lists of suggested materials to others, attended 
the Kanuga Conference, and participated in local church work. Mrs. E. D. 
Denby, of St. Andrew’s, Norfolk, suggests a new project to add to Christian 
Social Relations, knitting for the Seamen’s Church Institute in New York 
City, the agency of our church which looks after homeless seafarers and 
gives them a touch of Christmas, no matter which of the seven seas they 
roam. 

We should like to harness to the church’s ministrations some of the 
strength freed from wartime efforts and much that is expended on personal 
frills. Mrs. H. M. Pinner, St. Paul’s, Suffolk, Chairman of Personnel, was 
recently delighted at a hopeful prospect of our helping to train a full time 
woman worker from our diocese who hopes to get a scholarship to Windham 
House. So the Auxiliary recently voted some financial assistance for such a 
course from our Tucker Memorial Scholarship Fund. The Supply Depart- 
ment under Mrs. Charles W. Bland, of St. Paul’s, Petersburg, has directed 
the appropriations of $2,435.02 in cash for warm clothing, and household, 
medical and hospital supplies among the six missions assigned us by the 
New York office. Besides that, our parish auxiliaries have given voluntary 
boxes of new supplies costing $2,205.51 and used clothing estimated as worth 
$1,432.00. 
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One of the striking examples of making something out of nothing is 
the fact that Mrs. George Bernard, our former supply chairman, now sits 
at home in Petersburg and writes letters all over the diocese until she has 
collected coupons on soap, oleo, coffee, and baking powder enough to realize 
$293.00 in cash for Boys’ Home. Who would dare to say that Christ no 
longer multiplies the five loaves and two small fishes to feed the multitudes? 
The Educational Department under Mrs. W. H. Gregory of St. Paul’s, 
Petersburg, not only stays snowed under study books, pamphlets, and con- 
ferences the year around, but also has the perennial headache of operating 
in the red all the time in order to sell at a small profit the many books 
and study guides our parish women buy; but, like Uncle Sam’s accounts, 
her books are never balanced. Fortunately she has a temperament that lets 
her sleep at night in spite of debt, probably because she knows that Chris- 
tian Education is the root of all progress in our work. And her roots are 
many. She works closely as a member of the Diocesan Department of Chris- 
tian Education, especially on the matter of conferences and the Missions 
of the Holy Spirit in the diocese last autumn. As if that were not enough, 
she is currently the President of the Auxiliary in this parish and is probably 
pressing buttons in the kitchen at this very moment! 

But the department of all others that the Woman’s Auxiliary takes un- 
limited pride in is the United Thank Offering. Under the guidance of Miss 
Anne Brooke of Galilee Church, Virginia Beach, our diocesan women gave 
$15,344.23 in 1952 to this great missionary offering of thanksgiving by the 
women of the church. If money talks, the women of this great slumbering 
church of ours came nearer speaking in stentorian tones than some other 
parts of the church. We do not agree with the woman who, discussing the 
advantages of the liturgy, said, “Oh, I do so love the lethargy of the Epis- 
copal Church, don’t you?” We do not love its lethargy at all, and we intend 
to speak in terms that all can understand, even the Boston newspaper boy 
who cried his paper thus: “The women in Boston Garden today gave 
$2,488,193.30 to buy their way into the Episcopal Church!” Southern Vir- 
ginia’s part in that purchase price was $39,219.22. 

Our Pantry Fund appeal brought $617.75 to feed our hungry children 
in the three diocesan institutions. According to Col. Lewis’s studies in pro- 
portionate expenses, we have adopted his formula for dividing this fund 
on the 1—3—6 basis instead of three equal parts as formerly. Knowing and 
loving children as all women do—and, incidentally, being accustomed to 
feeding them as only women do—we know that 78 boys eat more than 28 
girls, and the latter eat more than newborn babies and church school classes. 
But we are trying to “love them all on our knees’? equally as our part of 
the Lord’s vineyard. 

The Colored Convocation reports increased interest and activity, doubt- 
less stimulated by the fact that more of their parishes are now supplied 
with priests and more of their women attend convocational and diocesan 
meetings. Doubtless their chairman, Mrs. Theresa Mason, of St. James’, 
Emporia, was greatly stimulated by attending the Triennial Meetings in 
Boston as a minority group representative. As against 14 auxiliary branches 
in 1951, they had 17 in 1952, and their two yearly meetings were considered 
quite successful. 

The three agencies working with the Auxiliary but not directly part 
of it are the Diocesan Altar Guild, the Church Periodical Club, and the 
Daughters of the King. The latter, under its new president, Mrs. T. E. 
West of Norfolk, has in this diocese only three chapters of about 50 women; 
but their work is consecrated to prayer, altar, choir, and church school work, 
and visiting the sick and bereaved. The Diocesan Altar Guild makes hang- 
ings and linens, especially for the smaller parishes and missions, and its 
devoted chairman, Mrs. J. N. Roper, of Christ Church, Petersburg, teaches 
the loving care and vesting of the altar in various parishes and at the 
Chatham Conference. The Church Periodical Club, under Mrs. Michele 
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Fiore of Hampton, has sent 2,200 books and 160 magazine subscriptions to 
church workers in seven different parts of the world, and 27,000 used maga- 
zines to hospitals, prisons, etc. A new piece of work, she added this past 
year was to give his choice of a good religious book to each of our ten 
Southern Virginia seminarians graduating from the Virginia Seminary last 
June. One at least was smart enough to ask for a volume of The Interpre- 
ter’s Bible. We regret that Mrs. Fiore has recently had to give up this 
work; but happily she had trained an excellent successor in Mrs. C. M. 
McCoy, of Good Shepherd Church, Norfolk, who has just been named in 
her place. 

Of course the greatest event of our National Church in 1952 was the 
General Convention and Triennial Meeting in Boston last September, to 
which this diocese sent its full quota of delegates. If we needed a shot in 
the arm, that was it. In many ways, both large and small, we continue to 
see in the Woman’s Auxiliary the fruitful results of that experience. Per- 
sonally this delegate had never before had any real understanding of the 
familiar lines: “Like a mighty army moves the Church of God” until her 
spine tingled with its significance in the tramping footsteps of that great 
gathering of leaders throughout our church. Sometimes in our little isolated 
efforts we almost revise those lines to read, “Like a rooky platoon doing 
K.P. duty moves the Church of God’! But since Boston, at the times when 
I feel most isolated, I suddenly remember the tingle in my spine when that 
army of Auxiliary leaders tramped up and down the church aisle to their 
corporate communion, and the lump in my throat when 10,000 people sang 
at the United Thank Offering presentation: “Holy offerings, rich and rare, 
Offerings of praise and prayer.” 

These experiences we tried to share with our women at the biggest 
event of our diocesan year, the Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
last October 22nd in Christ and St. Luke’s Church in Norfolk, when we had 
403 women, 17 clergymen, and 4 bishops. Not only did our women delegates 
try to bring something of the Triennial Meeting back to share, but also our 
two Bishops and two of our clerical deputies reported on the General Con- 
vention. In addition, Bishop Blankingship spoke on Cuba, and our own 
Bishop John Boyd Bentley outlined the work of the National Council and gave 
us a vivid account of our church’s work overseas. Our offering that day, 
$294.42, was given to Bishop Bentley for the need nearest his heart, the 
education of divinity students for mission work overseas, especially those 
of the Philippines. His topic: ‘““[The Church’s Program,” was assigned Bishop 
Bentley because he could speak with the highest authority on the one pro- 
gram required of every parish branch of the Auxiliary in Southern Vir- 
ginia. Will you clergymen please note and help your women to live up to 
that required program entered on their annual grading chart? Each parish 
auxiliary is required within the year to have a program on ‘The Mission- 
ary Task of the Church,” or as we formerly called it, a “Program on the 
Church’s Program”, a term which we abandoned because it seemed so 
widely misunderstood. 

Surely the great task of the Church is the unfinished business of taking 
the love of God to a world torn and bleeding, not necessarily overseas but 
often just over the fence or even just over the door sill, where we are too 
blind or too indifferent to see the wounds that Christ would have us bind 
up. G. K. Chesterton is said to have remarked that “Christianity even when 
watered down is hot enough to boil all modern society to rags.” Our churches 
are not yet likely to accomplish that, but we have gone a long way since 
in the early 1800’s the Presbyterian Church in this country issued an official 
statement that women could meet to sew or to study the Bible together, 
but they must not be allowed to pray together except when an elder was 
present “because there was no telling what the women might pray for!” 
but at least it seems to have more confidence in the discretion of the Lord! 
Our women are studying the Church’s Teaching Series, Christian Living, 
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Prayer, Worship, Missions at home and abroad, the United Nations, and 
the ecumenical movement. We are forming many study groups and some 
prayer groups and are seeking interdenominational and ecumenical coopera- 
tion in prayer and worship, in social action, and in ministering to human 
needs. The church has long prayed for peace; but real peace does not mean 
just the absence of open strife. As Studdert-Kennedy said, 


“Peace does not mean the end of all our striving, 
Joy does not mean the drying of our tears; 

Peace is the power that comes to souls arriving 
Up to the light where God Himself appears.” 


We women covet for this beloved Episcopal Church of ours leadership 
in the pursuit of such peace as that! And to you who are charged with the 
responsibility of planning and leading the work of this our beloved Diocese 
may I quote the words of a great Spanish writer: “May God not grant you 
peace, but may He grant you Glory!”

APPENDIX F. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE ADMINISTRATOR 


To the Sixty-First Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The President and the members of the Council will understand, I am 
sure, that this report, following but three months in a newly created office, 
will be necessarily and properly limited in scope. I do desire to inform you 
and to record at this time the impression at which I have already arrived 
in connection with the administrative work in the Diocese, together with 
some of the actions that have been initiated so far toward the accomplish- 
ment of the general duties assigned me as recorded at the last Council. 

I beg you to accept my assurance that although my impressions are neces- 
sarily critical, I have nothing but admiration for the work that has been car- 
ried on by the loyal and devoted clergy and laity of the Diocese in the face 
of many obstacles which are inherent in the considerable expansion and 
changes experienced in the past several years, without the development of a 
commensurate administrative organization. 

As many of you know, I have been meeting with all the Departments and 
and Committees since the first of February and I have learned a great deal 
by so doing. Although it is most necessary that the Bishop be well informed as 
to all that is going on, I have been very much impressed with the fact that 
he has been carrying a tremendous load of administrative details which 
must certainly detract from his desires and responsibilities as our Father in 
God in this Diocese. He gives himself so freely and capably to all manner 
of things that I can see that far too much is expected of him, if he is to have 
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proper time for the study, religious life and pastoral work of our spiritual 
authority in the Diocese. I can tell you frankly and honestly that I am con- 
vinced that the position I now hold is most necessary, though I certainly 
cannot boast that I am the particular person to hold it to best advanage. 
I can only pray that time may prove me a good choice, but if that is not the 
case then an adequate incumbent should be found to replace me without 
delay as the Executive Administrator. 

Next, I must record my very definite impression that Archdeacon Taylor 
has had far too much for any one man to handle. It is amazing to me that he 
can do what he does and only his complete selflessness, great ability and in- 
defatigable energy has made it possible. 

Now that the Diocesan Treasurer has become a position in fact and he 
is accounting for all funds of all Departments as well as handling all sec- 
retarial records, I do not consider it possible any longer and he must be re- 
lieved of certain duties which are particularly arduous. Before mentioning the 
latter I wish to state that the move to place all funds under one factual 
treasurer was a big step forward and I am convinced that it is the only proper 
arrangement under sound organization. I do believe, and have so recom- 
mended to several Departments, that the individual treasurers should con- 
tinue in office in order to assist the Diocesan Treasurer as liaison officers for 
their particular Departments, Committees or groups, although all funds 
should be forwarded to the Diocesan Treasurer for accounting and custody. 
Incidently, a good many defects in the old multiple-treasurer system are now 
coming to light—including mistakes in pension payments, which, of course, 
can jeopardize the pensions of the entire Diocese. 

But to return to the matter of relieving the Archdeacon of certain heavy 
duties, it is evident that the parochial reports have been costing him much 
time and trouble. I must say that I am impressed with the fact that there 
are sO many incorrect and incomplete reports submitted and particularly 
that so many parochial reports are not submitted at all up to the time of 
Council, though they are supposed to be in by February 1st and must be in 
if the business for the next year is to be concluded at Council. ‘These 
derelictions are hard for me to understand, for they would certainly not be 
tolerated in any business or industrial organization and our clergy and parish 
officials should certainly recognize their importance. Having had con- 
siderable experience as a vestryman, I believe that a more standard method 
of keeping parochial records would help a great deal and I invite the mem- 
bers of Council to inspect a copy of a new record book I have here, which 
is now available at moderate cost from the 281 Bookshop. But in relieving the 
Archdeacon of his difficulties with the parochial reports, I believe that in 
addition to submitting them properly and promptly, the Committee on 
Parochial Reports should be given a larger part in this important work and 
the burden of obtaining and analyzing them prior to Council should not be 
left to one man. 

Unquestionably, one of the greatest loads now carried by Archdeacon 
Taylor is the Jamestown Churchman, which he has been producing as a one 
man job. Editor, business and circulation manager, proof reader and copy 
boy, all by”himself, it is truly amazing that he has been able to turn out an 
excellent publication and do a great many other things at the same time. 
With the greatest admiration and appreciation in the world for him, it is 
felt that the diocesan publication should have a properly organized working 
staff and that the scope of the publication can be considerably extended to a 
point where it will provide interesting reading matter, pictures and infor- 
mation to every family of parishioners in the Diocese. After careful in- 
vestigation of the publications issued by other dioceses and after confer- 
ring with the members of editorial ‘staffs, the following general outline for 
the Jamestown Churchman has been decided upon to begin with the first issue 
next fall: 
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1. The publication will be increased in size and will include photographs. 
It will not attempt to rival the national church magazines but will cover local 
events throughout the Diocese and those special projects for which we are 
working as a whole. It will especially emphasize the promotion work of the 
Departments and Committees of the Diocese and will provide a medium of 
publicity and information for those organizations. 


2. The subscription fee will be $1.00 per year and selected advertising 
at usual rates will be included. It is believed that a large paid-up subscription 
list can be maintained (a neighboring and smaller diocese has twice our 
paid-up subscriptions at the present time) and with the subscriptions and ad- 
vertising matter it is intended to issue a larger publication with greater cir- 
culation at much less expense to diocesan appropriations. The project is 
for the Jamestown Churchman to pay for itself and at the same time to 
contribute a great deal of value to all parts of the Diocese.

None of the forgoing staff is to receive special remuneration from the 
publication funds and the work will be considered a voluntary contribution. 
Paid clerical assistance will be kept to an absolute minimum. 


4. Based on the successful operations in other dioceses, it is expected that 
the copy for each monthly issue can be assembled in one day’s meeting of the 
editorial staff. Office space has been aranged for in the diocesan offices. 
Proof will be read by associate editors. The Treasurer, who is the Diocesan 
Treasurer, will have accounting and custody of all funds, in accordance with 
present practice for all organizations, but the business manager will handle 
all business and circulation matters—thus relieving Archdeacon Taylor of 
all Jamestown Churchman responsibilities execpt those which he normally has 
as the Diocesan Treasurer and the contribution of pertinent editorial matters 
which may come to his attention as Secretary of the Diocese. 

As this is a responsibility which is included among those assigned the 
Executive Administrator and is one I have considered as having high priority 
I would greatly appreciate it if the President would at this time ask for an 
expression of approval from the delegates before the general outline is pro- 
cessed further. 

With matters pertaining to Abandoned Church Property, another detail 
over which I have been given supervisory responsibility, both the Bishop and 
Archdeacon Taylor have borne far too much administrative load. Hence- 
forth, it is expected that all inquiries and negotiations concerning such prop- 
erty will be handled with the Committee through the Executive Administrator. 
At the present time there are ten different church properties which are 
actually in an abandoned Status, reported by Committee and so declared 
by the last Council, and steps are being taken by the Executive Administrator 
to liquidate these as expediently as possible. 

At this time I beg to make a few comments regarding some other mat- 
ters which have impressed me particularly as deficiencies. 

First—It is evident that the Diocesan Offices have had no adequate 
central and permanent filing system and Diocesan Archives, and that the 
only permanent, but incomplete, records are to be found in the Journals of 
Council. The reason for this is understandable, as the headquarters for the 
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Bishop, with a permanent staff and organization has not been long existent— 
and the deficiency is not unusual in the Church, as my vestry experience in 
a number of parishes has indicated that the records of very few of them 
are kept complete and permanent. However, it is a most important matter 
and steps are being taken to keep our Diocesan files in proper condition. 
I recommend that parish files be checked also. 


Second — It is my definte impression that we have quite far to go in 
extending the church knowledge of our people beyond the parochial level. 
Vitally important as it is that parishioners have a loyal and responsible at- 
titude toward their own particular parochial organizations, the further pro- 
motion of Our Lord’s Kingdom on earth requires that all of us are informed 
as to the work of the Church at large. This extension should certainly begin 
with more interest, responsibility and knowledge regarding Diocesan affairs. 
From my numerous conversations with both clergy and laypeople, and from 
the questions that have been asked me at the times I have addressed several 
church groups recently, I believe the interest is really existent and the op- 
portunity for successful promotion work is at hand. The Jamestown Church- 
man project should help a great deal with this, if the leaders of our congre- 
gations will take a responsibility that is properly theirs. 


Third — I have been impressed with the fact that all of our people 
have not yet been included in various extension efforts. This is usually due 
to sociological conditions which cannot be ignored, but if we are practical 
and realistic as to sociological problems, we must also be realistic as to our 
application of Christian principles, in that our promotion efforts must be for 
all people as we can best devise them. A case in point, is that I have found 
that the Armed Forces Commission was not recognizing the needs of the 
Negro servicemen in this Diocese, and there are a very great number of them. 
This is being corrected and I believe that in the future our Negro service- 
men can and will receive the commensurate attention they should have. 

There are many other things that I might mention, but I have taken too 
much time with this preliminary report. In the future I hope to be able to 
make my reports in better and more statistical form. 

In closing I have a special report to submit as Chairman of a Commit- 
tee appointed by the Bishop under Resolution by the 15th Executive Board, 
and I realize that I have just violated some of the promises of that report. 
May I read it? 

I have just one further word. I beg to reiterate my statement that the 
impressions, comments and criticisms I have voiced are not directed at any 
persons or group of persons but have entirely to do with circumstances and 
conditions which I consider the nature of my position on the Diocesan staff 
requires me to recognize and correct to the best of my ability. I must do so if 
I am to serve you, my fellow members of the Diocesan Family, to advantage, 
and to have the privilege of taking some small part in the promotion of the 
Church of our Lord.

APPENDIX G. 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF EPISCOPAL LAYMEN 


The Rt. Rev. George P. Gunn, D.D., Bishop, Diocese Southern Virginia: 

The activities of the Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal Laymen during the 
past year were devoted primarily to an increase in knowledge both per- 
sonally and for the Church as a whole. 
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Each year, in carrying out the program of our National Church, a group 
of Laymen are trained in order that they may be called to explain to con- 
gregations the plans, the program and the accomplishments of our National 
Church. The Fall Training Program was held this year, May 16-18, 1952 at 
the Peterkin Conference Center, Romney, W. Va., for all those attending 
from the III Province. This conference was conducted by the Rev. Clarence 
R. Haden, Jr., D.D., Executive of the Presiding Bishop’s Committee and Mr. 
Robert B. Jordan, Executive, Promotion Department National Headquarters. 
Those attending were Mr. Seaborn J. Flourney, Portsmouth, Va., Mr. Charles 
M. Flintoff, Suffolk, Va., and Col. Parry W. Lewis, Hampton, Va. 


Much time, effort and expense is put into this Training Program each 
year in order that all members of our Church may have a knowledge of what 
our Church is doing and where we are going. The net results, however, are 
largely nullified due to the fact that these trained speakers are not called 
upon to impart this information to the congregation throughout the Diocese. 
This is an annual effort on the part of the Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal 
Laymen to be of real service to our Church. This training is not being used 
by our Churches. They consistently neglect to invite these Trained Speakers 
to pass on this valuable information. All good corporations explain the 
business of the corporation annually, to the stockholders. We need more 
stockholder interest in what our Church is doing. 


Due to the Triennium being held in Boston, Mass., at the time that we 
normally hold our annual meeting in Williamsburg, Va., it was necessary 
to postpone our meeting which was finally held Oct. 18-19, 1952 at Galilee 
Church, Virginia Beach, Va. The Training Program which was outlined at 
the Peterkin Conference was followed. The theme of the year “All That I 
Am” was presented by Mr. Flournoy, Mr. Flintoff and Col. Lewis. Mr. 
William T. Lauten, Jr., who had attended a preparatory conference on Chris- 
tian Education at Sewanee, Tenn., gave a very interesting explanation cover- 
ing the results of that conference. Mr. Robert F. Burrowes spoke on “Boys’ 
Home” covering the many aspects of the increased activities at this important 
Home Mission. The main speaker of the evening was Mr. Ted W. Ganna- 
way of the Diocese of New York. Mr. Gannaway is a churchman of na- 
tional reputation and his pointed and enthusiastic talk made a deep im- 
pression. The new study booklet “What We Believe” was distributed. This 
booklet covers a suggested winter course of study for men’s groups. The 
program adopted for the coming year is similiar to that of previous 
years, comprising the Men’s Corporate Communion to be held on Nov. 30, 
the first Sunday in Advent, in conjunction with the Men’s Corporate Gift. 
In order to assist all Parishes in the Every Member Canvass and to impart 
the theme of the National program “All That I Am”, sufficient copies of the 
pamphlets: “My Time”, “My Talents’ and “My Treasure” were available 
for all those attending who desired them. 

Under the leadership of Mr. J. Carther Watson, Area Chairman of 
the Peninsula, a series of winter study periods were held in the various 
Parish houses on the Peninsula. The leaders of all the discussions were Lay- 
men who followed the outlined schedules in the booklet “What We Believe”’. 
Following each study period a social hour was held. These annual study 
periods, conducted by the men of the Peninsula Area, are always looked 
forward to with much eagerness and have resulted in increased interest in 
Church affairs as well as wholesome fellowship.

APPENDIX H. 
REPORT OF THE ARMED FORCES COMMITTEE 


To the Sixty-First Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Meetings of the Armed Forces Commission were held on May 21st and 
October 28th in 1952, and on January 7th and February 11th in 1953. 


May 21, 1952—The Commission expressed its interest not only ministering 
to men in Service who are stationed within our diocesan boundaries, but 
also in following up men who go into the Service from our parishes. The 
Rev. Joseph W. Buchanan was asked to edit information concerning the work 
of this Commission, which may be useful to the parish clergy. The chairmen 
agreed to have this information mimeographed and mailed. 


Oct. 28, 1952—The Rev. Edmund Berkeley reported that the Hospitality 
House at Virginia Beach was a decided success. The Hospitality House was 
financed and operated through the summer by the Vestry and Woman’s Aux- | 
iliary of Galilee Church, Virginia Beach. The Commission appropriated 
$400.00 to Mr. Berkeley for the purpose of meeting the cost of necessary re- 
pairs and equipment at the Hospitality House. It was decided to investigate 
the opportunity for serving the men in uniform at the Naval Air Station near 
Chincoteague. Rear Admiral Ralph O. Davis, U.S.N. (Ret.), was unanimous- 
ly elected to membership on the Commission. 


Jan. 7, 1953—The Bishop reported that the Rev. S. Janney Hutton will 
become rector of St. John’s, Hopewell, Feb. 18th, and that St. Luke’s Black- 
stone, will probably have a rector by March 15th. This information was given

in order that the Commission may be prepared to pay these Cures the grants 
made to them for the services of their rectors to nearby military centers. 
Bishop Gunn recommended a further grant of $600.00, if possible, to Grace 
Church, Yorktown. Favored the erection of a Hospitality House for Service- 
men, at the Chincoteague Air Base, with the cooperation of the Accomac 
Churches and the Department of Missions. Resolved that all future com- 
mitments be made on the basis of one year only, with the hope that such com- 
mitments will be continued whenever necessary. Approved a proposed work- 
ing budget for 1953 in the amount of $4,707.67. 


Feb. 11, 1953—A communication was received from the diocesan Exe- 
cutive Board, recommending that payments under the Commission budget be 
made by the diocesan treasurer of The Church’s Program. The Rev. S. C. 
Swann, Treasurer, turned his balance of $2,178.12 over to the diocesan 
treasurer. This balance includes $1,263.62 received from a former commis- 
sion through Bishop Gunn. The Rev. Mr. Swann continued as treasurer of 
the Commission with the special duty of receiving any contributions outside 
of the budget adopted. 

A committee was appointed, with Admiral Davis as chairman, to study 
the need for the work of the Church among the Negro personnel in the 
Armed Forces.

On June 2, 1952 the Standing Committee of the Diocese of Southern

Chapel, Oceana, Virginia, to sell to the State Highway 
Department a strip of land bordering on the highway in 
front of the Church property, in the amount of 1.17 acres, 
for the purpose of widening the said highway. 

Permission was granted to the Rector of Trinity Church, 
South Boston, to sell the property now being used by the 
congregation in the downtown area of South Boston, in 
order to build a church in a more favorable site, with the 
provision that the proceeds from the said sale be used for 
the purpose of building a new church and parish house. 

Nov. 4, 1952. Permission was granted to the Church of the Epiphany for 
the making of a loan of $25,000, bearing interest at the 
rate of 5% per annum from the Lafayette Boulevard 
Branch of the Merchants and Planters Bank in Norfolk, 
Virginia, for the purpose of erecting a new parish house 
but with the provision that the Vestry attempt to secure 
the loan offering only the new property as security there- 
for and offering only the new property and the Rectory 
as a last resort but in no case offering the church build- 
ing, which had been Consecrated, and therefore could not 
be encumbered under the Canons of the Church. 

Permission was granted to the Vestry of St. James Church, 
Lunenburg, to dispose of a certain one-acre tract of land 
belonging to the church, on which is located two dilapidated 
buildings. 
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Refused to grant permission to the Vestry of St. James 
Church, Lunenburg, to dispose of a four-acre tract of land 
because it did not have the power to dispose of this tract 
until the Chancellor advised what steps could be taken 
to dispose of this tract. 

Permission was granted to the Vestry of the Galilee Episco- 
pal Church, Virginia Beach, Virginia, to encumber the 
Parish House for the purpose of securing a loan of $13,000 
at the rate of 444% interest to be amortized over a six 
and one-half year period in equal installments, for the 
purpose of purchasing a tract of land in that City for 
church purposes. 


Nov. 25, 1952. Permission was granted to the Vestry of St. Paul’s Church, 
Newport News, to sell its old Rectory, known as number 
341—55th Street, Newport News, Virginia, which funds 
were to be put in the “cushion” fund of that Church to 
be held for church purposes. 


Jan. 27, 1953. Permission was ratified and confirmed to the Church of the 
Epiphany of Norfolk, Virginia, to allow that church to 
encumber the Church building itself and to procure a loan 
from any bank that would make the loan in order to secure 
$25,000 to be applied to the erection of a new Parish 
House, to offer as security any and all of the property of 
that Church necessary and required by the bank. 

Permission was granted to The Rev. Winfield Shiers to sell 
certain church property at Mt. Laurel, Virginia, belonging 
to Trinity Episcopal Church which has been considered 
abandoned church property, but called his attention to the 
requirements set forth in the Constitution and Canons of 
this Diocese for the exact procedure regarding the sale 
of such property. 


April 21, 1953. Resolution was adopted granting permission to the Vestry 
and Trustees of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, Petersburg, 
Virginia, to encumber the new Rectory, number 1734 Mon- 
ticello Avenue, Petersburg, Virginia, as soon as a deed 
therefor is delivered with the lien of a deed of trust in the 
amount of $14,000, with interest at 4% to secure the pay- 
ment of a note for that amount to the order of Citizens 
National Bank, Petersburg, Virginia, to be amortized by 
monthly payments to at least 60% of principal on or be- 
fore nine years and nine months from date, the monthly 
payments and other provisions of the deed of trust to be 
as such as the said Trustees of the said church and the 
officers of the said bank may agree upon. 

Permission was granted to the Senior Warden of Eastern 
Shore Chapel, Oceana, Virginia, to invest the funds ac- 
quired by the sale of the original church property to the 
United States Navy in the building of a new church. 

Permission was granted to the Rector of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, Suffolk, Virginia, to encumber the church property 
with the exception of the church itself for the purchase 
of property next door to be used for church purposes. 


At its meeting on November 4, 1952, the Standing Committee resolved 
that formal action on the application of Gordon B. Davis for Candidacy 
for Holy Orders be deferred until all of his papers had been completed. 

Correspondence was received from The Rev. Winfield Shiers in connec- 
tion with the purchase by Trinity Episcopal Church of certain property in 
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South Boston to be used by the Church at some future date for the erection 
of a new church building and parish house. The Secretary was directed, at 
a meeting of the Standing Committee on January 27th, 1953, to advise The 
Rev. Winfield Shiers to furnish the Committee with a certificate from some 
attorney in South Boston advising that the church had good title to the 
property. Such a certificate was received from the firm of Easley, Edmunds 
and Vaughan, and the title to the property purchased by the Trinity Episco- 
pal Church, South Boston, Virginia, was approved by the Standing Com- 
mittee.

Made various internal ad- 
justments in the 1952 budget of The Church’s Program. Referred to the 
Committee on Constitution and Canons the question as to whether or not 
the creation of the Department of Missions automatically abolished the 
former Diocesan Board of Missions. This question later on was referred 
by the Bishop to the Chancellor. Requested the Department of Christian 
Education to study the question of assembling all appropriations for College 
Work, and the setting up of a Division of College Work. Received a report 
from Mr. C. Edgar Gilliam, president of the Ridley Foundation. Requested 
the Bishop to appoint a committee of three persons to advise with the Com- 
mittee on Printing the Journal, the said committee to report to the next 
Annual Council as to what material should be admitted and what material 
should be excluded in the printing of future Journals. Adopted the following 
Resolution: That, effective after December 31, 1952, the offices of depart- 
mental, committee and commission treasurers in the Diocese be abolished, 
and that remittances be made from the diocesan office, subject to the orders 
of the chairmen of the foregoing organizations. 


JANUARY 27, 1953 
19 members present 


The Bishop reported that the Executive Administrator will begin his 
association with the Diocese on Feb. Ist, 1953. Requested the chairman of 
the Department of Finance to write to those churches which are still de- 
linquent in the payment of diocesan expenses and to report the results to 
the next meeting of the Board. Also requested the Department of Finance 
to take such steps as it deems advisable to contact all congregations that 
have not paid their Church Program pledges for 1952 in full to see if such 
payments can be completed. The Editor of the Jamestown Churchman was 
directed to discontinue the sending of free copies to vestrymen in the Diocese 
and to notify the rectors of this action with the request that the rectors ask 
their vestrymen for subscriptions. Various internal changes were made in 
the 1953 budget of the Diocese. Approval was given to the following recom- 
mendation of the Department of Finance with reference to the raising of a 
capital fund of considerable dimensions to be used to carry out the recom- 
mendations of the Diocesan Committee on Survey: That we approve the 
proposal in principle but recommend that action be delayed until the report 
of the Committee on Survey has been received in order that the Diocese 
may know exactly what are the needs, and how much will be necessary to 
provide for them. Mr. C. M. Flintoff, chairman of Promotion, reported ex- 
pectations from the churches of the Diocese for the Church’s Program for 
1953 in the total amount of approximately $117,225.20. The report was re- 
ceived with appreciation and with thanks to Mr. Flintoff and to those as- 
sisting him for having raised the largest total subscription in the history 
of the Diocese. On the recommendation of the Department of Finance the 
following budget of The Church’s Program for 1953 was adopted:

With reference to the use of loans without interest, as made by the Na- 
tional Council for erecting church buildings in growing population areas, 
the Board felt that in view of the conditions involved, it is not feasible to 
make applications for such loans at the present time, but that the Diocese 
should build up towards making such applications in 1954. A committee was 
appointed to draw up a diocesan canon creating a Committee on Church 
Architecture. Mr. C. Edgar Gilliam, president, reported for the Ridley 
Foundation. The Department of Finance was requested to prepare a bud- 
get of diocesan expenses and rates of assessment for 1954, also to prepare 
an Asking Budget for The Church’s Program for 1954. 


Marcu 17, 1953 
18 members present 


Accepted with regret the resignation of the Rev. Paul H. Kratzig who 
is leaving the Diocese in order to accept a Call to West Texas. The Board 
decided not to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Kratzig’s resignation, but to 
have it filled by Council election. Appointed a committee to consider the 
feasibility of preparing a new diocesan film to replace The Eternal Light, 
which is now out of date. Received from the Department of Finance a pro- 
posed Asking Budget for the 1954 Church’s Program in the total amount of 
$142,000.00. Reduced this Asking to $136,500.00, including $3,500.00 in con- 
tingent items, and recommended the revised budget to the Council Committee 
on Program and Budget. Requested the Department of Finance to calculate 
quotas to be assigned to the churches for the Church’s Program for 1954. 
Approved and referred to the Council a proposed budget of diocesan expenses 
for the year 1954. The total amount of this budget is $43,806.00, and the 
rates of assessment recommended are: fifty cents per communicant plus nine 
percent on current expenses, using the average current expenses for the 
years, 1950, 1951 and 1952. The chairman of the Department of Finance 
reported progress in the collection of unpaid 1951 and 1952 assessments for 
diocesan expenses, and further progress in the collection of unpaid pledges 
for The Church’s Program for 1952. Mr. C. Edgar Gilliam, president, re- 
ported for The Ridley Foundation, and brought the Board up to date on 
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the legal proceedings looking towards the transfer of the Ridley Farm assets 
to the Foundation. Mr. Gilliam presented a proposed new diocesan canon 
on Church Architecture which, with various additions, was sent to the An- 
nual Council through the Committee on Constitution and Canons. Bishop 
Gunn reported that the Trustees of the Bishop Payne Divinity School, which 
is being merged with the Virginia Seminary, are disposed to present to the 
Diocese the Warden’s house and the Emmanuel Chapel which are located 
on the Bishop Payne property. A vote of thanks was given the Bishop Payne 
Trustees for this action.

APPENDIX K. 


REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF MISSIONS 


Bishop Gunn and Members of the Council: 


It has been my privilege for the past four years to present to you the 
report of the Department of Missions of our Diocese. This Department repre- 
sents our organized attempt, on the Diocesan level, to implement and ex- 
pand the scope of our Church’s life within the boundaries of Southern Vir- 
ginia. We are second only to the General Church Program in the amount 
of money allotted us from the Church’s Program Budget. For example, during 
the present calendar year we will spend approximately $38,000.00. We do 
not apologize for such a sizeable sum; rather, we feel that this amount re- 
flects your desire to reach increasingly more people with the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ through the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia. 

Operating with the advice and consent of the Bishop, and under the 
direction of the Executive Board, this Department seeks to aid local Con- 
gregations and Cures—some which are old Missions, some which are new 
or even being formed at the present time—to acheive mature and independent 
status in our Diocesan Family. 42 


In the past year your Department has met five times. It consists of the 
following members: The Rev. Edmund Berkeley, the Rev. Vernon Jones, the 
Rev. Lauton Pettit; Mr. Charles Harvey, Mr, Charles Faulkner, and Mr. 
M. E. Brown. Ex-officio members, but very active members of our Depart- 
ment have also been: The Bishop, Archdeacons Taylor and Martin, and 
Admiral Davis. Let me take this moment to express to each of them my 
deep appreciation for all their enthusiasm and cooperation. 


As Chairman, I take pleasure in reporting that our Mission Churches 
are making good progress toward self-support. In the past four years FIVE 
CURES, consisting of TWELVE CHURCHES, have become free of any 
assistance from this Department. At the moment we are supplementing the 
salaries of ELEVEN CLERGYMEN, serving TWENTY-EIGHT CHURCH- 
ES. Before this calendar year ends we hope to have FIVE ADDITIONAL 
CLERGYMEN serving in the capacity of Mission Priests. They will serve, 
for the White Churches: Cradock, in the Norfolk area; Chester; and the 
Appomattox, Buckingham and Cumberland Cure. For the Colored Churches: 
Danville, Halifax and Chatham Cure, and a Mission Clergyman assigned 
to work under the direction of the Rector of Grace Church, Norfolk. 
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Shortly after Council last year, your Department increased the minimum 
salary standards for the Clergy it assists, according to the following scale: 


Single Deacons: $2,800.00 
Married Deacons: $3,000.00 
Single Priests: $3,000.00 
Married Priests: $3,200.00 


Our Department has worked closely with the Committee on Survey dur- 
ing the past year. The Chairman of this Committee has met with us regular- 
ly, and, upon their recommendation, we have proceeded to establish Em- 
manuel Church, in Cradock, as a separate Mission. Heretofore, it has been 
served by the Rector of St. Bride’s Church, Berkeley. 

In fact, the most significant trend that I would like to report to you is 
the increasing emphasis upon establishing new Churches in our Cities and 
densely populated areas. The whole of the Hampton Roads area literally 
cries for help. Our Church is falling far behind other Denominations here. 
While we have not been immobile, your Department has felt that it should 
await the results of the Diocesan Wide Survey before undertaking any 
major program. Our Department has taken the initiative in pushing for 
this Survey, and it urges you to be preparing to raise the Capital Funds 
necessary to meet the program of expansion we feel sure will be recommend- 
ed by this Survey. 

The work of this Department will require the continued support of 
Council and of our Churches throughout the Diocese. We urge you to vote 
the full amount requested for our Department by the Program and Budget 
Committee. That amount is $38,000.00. 

Attached to this report is a summary of the Policies of the Department 
of Missions, which, with the consent of the Bishop, I would like to read 
for you.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN 
SOCIAL RELATIONS 


To the 61st Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Your Department of Christian Social Relations, realizing the many in- 
terests which it should have to be ultimately a well-rounded department, 
has felt that it would be advisable again this year to place its primary 
stress upon the work that is being done by our three institutions. You will 
hear from a representative of each of these institutions after this very brief 
general report. 

You are asked by your department to make every effort to become more 
familiar with the fine work being done at Jackson-Feild Home, Boys’ Home 
and Dabney House and Hospital, and to encourage your respective Churches 
to support them in every way possible. Additional copies are available of 
the pamphlet entitled “What is Christian Social Relations’ which includes 
an interesting article on the work of our institutions. 

Your Department is continuing to cooperate with the Interdenomina- 
tional Religious Work Foundation of Virginia. Through this organization 
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chaplains and religious educational workers are working in our State In- 
stitutions. 


Several varied studies are being undertaken which will be a useful 
service on the part of this department. Included in these is a Survey of the 
Ridley Property to determine its possible use for some charitable work 
among the Negroes of that area, and even throughout the State. It is hoped 
that this survey can be completed during the summer and a report made to 
the Executive Board in the Fall. 


The following men will make reports for the three institutions: for 
Jackson-Feild Home, Mr. Charles A. Penick; for Boys’ Home, Mr. Robert 
Burrowes; and for Dabney House and Hospital, the Rev. Jean A. Vache’.

REPORT OF THE JACKSON-FEILD HOME 


I have been unable to decide just what kind of report Council expects 
from the Jackson-Feild Home; therefore, in the brief time allotted me I 
shall attempt: to answer questions most frequently asked. 


Jackson-Feild Episcopal Home for Girls is located in Greensville 
County on a 149% acre farm of fresh air and sunshine, and can be reached 
in a few minutes from Jarratt or Emporia. 


The main building is an old, English type of home and houses the 
maximum of 30 little women and the staff. They are accepted from the ages 
of 4 to 12, from homes of any denomination, also from homes without any 
church affiliations. 


At the present time there are 6 children from Methodist homes, 13 from 
Baptist homes, 5 from Episcopal homes, and the remaining seem to have 
no church affiliations. 

As you no doubt already know the support of the Home is from the 
sponsors of the children; from the Womans’ Auxiliary, God bless ’em, and 
from the Diocese and general contributions and investment funds. 

The cost per child per year is $776.97 as against $666.80 last year. 

We have had a very satisfactory year, free from serious illness and 
accidents or other happenings at the Home to disturb its tranquility. 

Nature has smiled graciously on this hallowed spot and endowed it 
with a rare combination of forest, field and stream. 

If you love children and nature, a visit to Jackson-Feild Home will 
afford you more heart-warming pleasure than you can buy with all the 
money in the First National Bank. Herbert Hoover said, “The world moves 
on the feet of little children.” 

It is my understanding that on May 22nd, the Board of Managers will 
have no other choice but to accept the resignation of our Superintendent, 
Miss Edith Gage. She is the Soul of the Home. We ask your prayers and 
co-operation in our efforts to find her successor . .. we do not expect to 
replace her. 

Hardly more than a girl herself, she came to the Home 33 years ago. 
Her service to our Master has been a labor of love... a life filled to over- 
flowing with manifold and complex duties. We have no standard by which 
to measure her influence on the lives of the children under her care, except 
as reflected in their happy faces and gracious manners. We only know that 
everywhere this gentle, soft-voiced woman goes she carries with her the 
grace and charm of a sweet, spiritual womanliness.

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REPORT ON DABNEY HOUSE AND HOSPITAL 


Mr. President, Members of the Council and visitors: I cannot begin 
my report without making a statement regarding the one made on the floor 
of Council yesterday which cast an adverse reflection on the work being 
carried on at Dabney House and Hospital. I considered it a most unfor- 
tunate statement and would have answered it personally but that The Rev. 
Moultrie Guerry, D.D., came to my assistance and told how through a 
Committee appointed by Council several years ago a thorough investigation 
was made and the work at Dabney House and Hospital was given a clean 
bill of health and the hospital enlarged to carry out the program then 
outlined for it. 

I wish you could have been with me seven years ago when I first came 
in contact with Dabney House and Hospital, and, then, come with me today 
and see the wonderful change that has taken place in the lives of those 
who live in the area served by the House and Hospital. It is indeed a 
heart warming experience and I would ask that if you really want to know 
what is going on in this Institution “Come and See” for “by their fruits ye 
shall know them” and the fruit is good yielding a fine harvest unto the 
Lord our God. 

Several days ago I got an inquiry as to whether the hospital was paying 
its own way. I would reply and say that if Miss May Bonner our Nurse 
could make money at Dabney House she would be receiving calls from 
practically every Hospital in the State as an Administrator. No, the Hospital 
does not make money nor do we try to make money. The average cost for 
a maternity case is $45.50 including Delivery Room, medicine, etc. We are 
not trying to make money but we are trying to show the area the spirit of 
Our Blessed Lord working through His Church. We had almost 1,500 in 
the Clinic, both white and colored, and the response to the service is won- 
derful. Pre and Post natal care come under this part of the program. 

In closing may I pay tribute to the fine Christian spirit of the two 
women who are giving their all to the Master in this work. Deaconess Made- 
line Dunlap and May Bonner, R.N., without the devoted and consecrated 
women the Institute would not have accomplished what it has in the lives 
and of the children, the men and women of the area in which Dabney House 
and Hospital labor.

APPENDIX M. 


DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION—1952-1953 


The Diocesan Department of Christian Education takes pride in report- 
ing that definite progress has been made in the work of bringing the new 
idea of Christian Education as proposed by the national department into 
definite action in many ways. This has been accomplished through various 
methods of which the following are of primary importance. In the first 
place there has been a more clear development and understanding of what 
was the function of our department. This came about through a meeting 
of the entire department together with others who were interested in the 
subject last summer in July of 1952 with the Rev. David Hunter, new head 
of the Department of Christian Education of the National Council, followed 
by a closer study of our function with the members of the mobile team sent 
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out by the national department. The result of all this thinking is that your 
diocesan department would reemphasize the fact that the ‘Church School 
is not enough’ and remind you that Christian Education, properly under- 
stood is the entire parish program. This is true only if we see it on the 
functional rather than the organizational or propositional level. That is to 
say that we, in our various parishes, must see and understand all our 
needs and problems in the light of the Christian faith. If this type of pro- 
gram is to get anywhere it requires that each of our parish clergy shall 
understand and support the program. Our purpose as a department, then, 
is to help people to find their place now in a redemptive fellowship—indeed 
this is the purpose of the Church as we see it and embodies the socalled 
‘new curriculum.’ 


With this understanding of our function the department has done sev- 
eral definite things— 


1. Reorganized itself as a functional group with representatives from 
various groups within the diocese such as the Woman’s Auxiliary, The 
Bishop’s Committee of Episcopal Laymen, the Fellowship of Young 
Churchmen. It is hoped that in the future there may be added a mem- 
ber from the other departments of the Executive Board of the Diocese 
so that the entire program of the diocese may be seen as an educa- 
tional whole. In addition to these representational members there are 
members whose particular interest is Adult, Youth, Children, Audio- 
Visual and the three directors of our summer conferences. This or- 
ganization permits of planning and responsibility for the diocesan 
policy of Christian Education as well as the carrying out of the said 
policy. 

2. Sponsored the five weeks visit by a National Council Mobile Team on 
Christian Education. This was well attended and in general was 
considered fruitful at least in acquainting the people of our parishes 
with what are the general aims of our program of Christian Educa- 
tion. The expenses of the team were covered by shares from each 
parish in the diocese and it is interesting to report that we came out 
with a sizable net profit. A laymen’s committee together with the di- 
rector of the department did much to make this project a success. In 
addition to their work in the various churches and areas of the dio- 
cese this team did a masterful job at the annual clergy conference 
where a high peak of family fellowship was reached among our clergy. 


3. Parish Representatives Conference at Eastville. A beginning on what 
is hoped will develop as a major emphasis of the department in the 
coming year was made in the holding of a conference in Eastville at 
which there were a small number of lay representatives from two 
parishes together with their clergy for a three day conference on the 
basic purposes of a parish. This was held with our own leadership 
and it was felt that it was most helpful. It is hoped that a whole 
series of such conferences may be held and that we may develop 
more of our own leadership for this sort of thing. The National De- 
partment together with our own department feels that in this way 
we may be brought face to face with the real implications of the re- 
demptive fellowship which is the Church. 


4. Work with two parish groups within the parish. This work was be- 
gun in the spring as a cooperative project with the national depart- 
ment in two parishes, Good Shepherd at Richmond and Galilee at 
Virginia Beach. In both places a selected group of folk is meeting 
regularly to discuss the realities of their religion. This sort of facing 
of the great ‘whys’ of our religion will, it is hoped, give help in giving 
direction to such a self-examination within every parish. Tape re- 
cordings are made of all discussions and studied and evaluated by 
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our own diocesan director and committee as well as the national com- 
mittee on curriculum development in the hope that as these two par- 
ishes face the wholeness of their life within the fellowship and its 
implications they wiil be able to furnish guidelines for others to do 
the same sort of thing. This is to be seen as a dynamic development 
of curriculum within the framework of an individual parish as it 
faces its own task honestly and in the sight of God. 


5. Conferences—Our conferences are being planned with the same sort 
of aim in mind. That is we are hoping to help our folk face the im- 
plications of life within the redemptive fellowship by helping them 
to create such a fellowship within each conference. This will be done 
by trying to create a situation of trust and family love based on ac- 
ceptance of one another and of ourselvts within the framework of the 
Church. 


In conclusion the department of Christian Education of the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia has adopted a program of work to fulfill its function as 
stated above along the following three main lines :— 


1. Methods and techniques. This area takes in the whole area of training 
to do specific jobs such as teaching of certain ages, youth work, etc., 
and might be understood in the old term of leadership training. That 
is to say we recognize the need to train those who are doing leadership 
jobs within the Church. 

2. Workshops and experimental parishes, including conferences of parish 
representatives. This is aimed at the real level of growth. It aims at 
training folk to be leaders in Christian living and growing in the 
faith. 


3. Extensive work—carrying the challenge to more places within the dio- 
cese. This might be called a selling job and is to be done largely by 
the Director who will go about to visit parishes more frequently so 
that all our folk may be placed in touch with the work of Christian 
Education. It is hoped that every means will be used to encourage all 
places within the diocese to make use of the helps the Director, Rev. 
D. H. Allen, can bring to them in doing their work as well as under- 
standing the real aim of Christian Education—‘To help people find 
their places mow in a redemptive community.”

APPENDIX O. 


REPORT OF THE HISTORIOGRAPHER 


To the 61st Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


Since the last council, the Historiographer has continued his supervision 
of the restoration of St. Peter’s Church, at Talleysville in New Kent County, 
and made his usual historical address and report at the annual meeting of 
the Restoration Association at the church on September 21, 1952. He has con- 
tinued to lecture on the Colonial Churches and Houses of Virginia, and 
contributes historical feature articles to the local press as a part of his work 
at the Mariners’ Museum, Newport News, where he is Editor of Publications. 
He has in preparation a general article to appear in the Virginia Magazine 
of History, which will bring his research on the Virginia colonial Churches 
down to date with new material accumulated since publication of his previous 
work. He has been made a member of the Restoration Committee for New- 
port Parish Church, Isle of Wight, better known as the Old Brick Church. 
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The Historiographer recommends that a steel filing case be set aside 
at the Diocesan Office for the reception of Diocesan archives, and if this is 
done, he will do his best to help fill it with records and data in his possession.

APPENDIX P. 


REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN CHURCH PENSION 
FUND COMMITTEE 


To the 61st Annual Council, Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Church Pension Fund continues to operate on a sound actuarial 
basis. It reports assets of some $51,000,000 with a satisfactory surplus. 
Throughout the church, the fund is now paying 2,784 pensions, totalling 
$2,730,544. It is anticipated that pension disbursements will steadily increase. 

In normal cases, clergy pensions are $1,500 and widow pensions $750. 
In some cases these figures are exceeded. The only reasons for pensions less 
than these amounts are: (1) salary has averaged under $1,500; (2) the 
clergyman entered the ministry at an advanced age, or (3) discontinuous 
assessment payments. As time goes on and the higher present day salaries 
are reflected in the pensions, more of them will exceed these minimum 
amounts. 

In our diocese, the Church Pension Fund is now paying pensions to: 
10 retired clergymen; 2 clergymen suffering total and permanent disability ; 
29 widows of deceased clergymen; and 3 orphans. The total amount re- 
ceived annually by beneficiaries in this diocese is $27,412. A list of these 
beneficiaries is appended to this report. 

I would like to quote from a recent letter from Mr. Robert Worthington, 
executive vice-president of the fund: “In behalf of those administering the 
Church Pension Fund for the benefit of the church, I wish to express ap- 
preciation for the unfailing courtesy and cooperation of the authorities in 
your diocese and of the clergy and parish treasurers. As a consequence the 
pension assessments are promptly paid and the system operates smoothly 
and effectively. In the opinion of many who are familiar with pension sys- 
tems, the clergy system of our church is recognized as a leader.” — 

So much for the general Church Pension Fund. Our Diocesan Pension 
Fund, established many years prior to the general Church Pension Fund, 
continues in a sound condition with assets of some $80,000, invested in the 
Diocesan Composite Fund. 

Your committee disbursed last year $3,590 to such widows of deceased 
clergymen in our diocese who were receiving less than $750 from the general 
Church Pension Fund, bringing their total pension up to that minimum. We 
also granted aid to a disabled clergymen in amount of $975. The detailed 
report of receipts and disbursements is appended to this report for the 
journal. 

You may be assured that the original intent of the founders of this 
Diocesan Fund will be faithfully followed, to the benefit of retired or dis- 
abled clergymen and their families.

APPENDIX Q. 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SURVEY 


To the Annual Council of the Diocese of Southern Virginia: 


The Committee on Survey reports that the first step of completing the 
preparation of the materials for making parish surveys has been finished. 
Packets of these materials were mailed to each Church and Mission during 
the last two weeks in March. 


Considerable time and effort on the part of the committee went into 
the completion of these materials. In addition to several meetings held 
throughout the past twelve months, we have been able to secure much ex- 
pert advice. We have been in consultation with the Bureau of Economic 
and Population Research of the University of Virginia and we were able 
to have the preliminary draft of the survey read by members of the staff 
of the department of sociology of the College of William and Mary. Much 
technical information will be received from the Virginia State Planning 
Commission and the Bureau of the Census of the Department of Commerce 
in Washington. Further, the chairman has had conferences with Bishop 
Gibson, who conducted the completed survey of the Diocese of Virginia, 
with Bishop Dun of Washington, and with the Rev. Cornelius Wood who 
is in charge of the survey now going on in the Diocese of Washington. 


In addition to this, we have been fortunate in receiving invaluable 
counsel and encouragement from the National Council’s Unit of Research 
of which Dr. Joseph G. Moore is the director. I am at pains to point out 
these details since you should know that the preparation of the survey ma- 
terials has not been undertaken lightly. We have examined several types 
of materials and have constantly asked ourselves what kinds of questions 
will be most useful in gaining the kinds of information which we need in 
order to know about the state of the Church in our diocese. The final step 
in the preparation of our materials was a full check by Dr. Moore who 
knows more about Church surveys than anyone else in the Church. It is 
with pleasure that I am able to report to you that he has stated that the 
materials which we have sent out are, in his opinion, as simply arranged 
as possible and yet adequate. More importantly, he feels that the method 
we have used—a consultative diocesan committee working independently 
—may point the way to a highly useful method for future surveys of this 
type. It is to Dr. Moore and to the Diocese of Washington that your com- 
mittee is most deeply indebted. 


The next step will be the evaluation of the completed parish surveys. 
We have asked that these be completed and returned to us by June 1 in 
order that the research group may do their work for us during the summer. 
I would like to underscore the importance of this June 1 date. The results 
of the survey now depend on the energy and initiative of you in the parishes. 
Making a survey is no mean undertaking. It is time consuming and I am 
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sure that at times it will be exasperating. Successful surveys, however, have 
been completed in other dioceses with far more complicated survey ma- 
terials. I have been spending the last few weeks in Washington and have 
not yet heard that their survey will be incomplete. I can tell you from per- 
sonal experience that the Washington survey involves a far greater under- 
taking than ours. Both Bishop Gunn and Admiral Davis have stated that 
much of the forward planning of the diocese, if it is to be intelligent, must 
await the completion of our survey. 


Consequently your committee makes no apology for the magnitude of 
the task. On the contrary, we anticipated that it would involve a major 
undertaking. I stated in my report to Council of last year that behind this 
undertaking lies a religious conviction of the greatest significance which is 
our reason for conducting a technical survey in the first place. I should 
like to repeat the substance of this statement since it represents the point 
of view of your committee which must be shared by Council and the parishes 
of Council. Our Church is commissioned by our Lord to bring salvation to 
our people. This implies an inescapable obligation to make the Christian 
faith relevant to the lives of our people and to bring meaning into the lives 
of those who do not know Christ. The question of “meaning” involves us 
in consequences fraught with utmost significance. Are we instrumental in 
making life meaningful to people both within and without the Church for 
whom normal experience means anxiety, guilt and meaninglessness? It is 
precisely to these people that our greatest responsibilities lie. No definite 
answer can be given to this question now, although your committee is con- 
vinced that in general the answer is both “yes” and “no”. The demand of 
the Christian gospel is for a clear cut answer to that question in terms of 
persons and places. In one sense, the very life of our Church depends on 
this answer lest it be found lukewarm and be cast out. The survey will 
help discover the real situation, and the failure to give such an answer will 
be the measure of our failure as clergy and laity to carry out our responsi- 
bilities as members of Christ’s Church. 


The Committee on Survey, then, charges each of you, representing the 
several Churches and Missions in union with Council to complete this task. 
It is your task and you alone can do it. It is your committee’s conviction 
that when the survey has been completed and the results are known, we will 
discover a new access of life and strength in the diocese. 


One final remark: May I urge serious consideration to the proposal 
already advanced by the chairman of the Department of Missions to begin 
plans now for an advance fund to implement the findings of the survey.

APPENDIX R. 
REPORT ON THE RIDLEY FOUNDATION 


The 60th Council gave us authority to take all proper and necessary 
legal steps to have the will of Miss Ridley construed, to create a corporate 
trustee, and to secure court authority to substitute this corporate trustee— 
The Ridley Foundation as trustee under her will. 

We had hoped the necessary authority would be obtained so The Ridley 
Foundation would be functioning as trustee before this 61st Council con- 
vened. But, during the past year, it has not functioned save to do what 
was necessary to facilitate that litigation. By decree entered April 30th, 
1953, the authority sought has been obtained in respect to the assets located 
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in Virginia. Transfer of such assets to The Ridley Foundation is a formality 
to be completed. But, as to the lands in North Carolina, we have not yet 
been able to determine their exact legal status. 


For this reason, the Executive Board has actually managed the Ridley 
estate during the past conciliar year, with The Ridley Foundation a channel 
for integrating that management. The general policy has been one to con- 
serve and increase the value of its liquid and real assets. 


A statement of income and disbursements will be found on page 21 of 
the Program of this Council and of its investments on page 137 of The 
Journal of the Sixtieth Council. 

We would like to emphasize as a point of financial reference to all 
proposed usages: Liquid assets in round figures are now $72,000 and annual 
income may be expected to be limited to between $12,000 and $16,000 per 
year net. Whatever charitable institution is to be created and maintained on 
the property must fit those figures with annual income diminishing as liquid 
corpus is used for permanent improvements. Bearing this in mind, we will 
welcome written suggestions from anyone as to possible usages of the trust 
estate for charitable purposes on the Ridley farm in Southampton County, 
Virginia.

CHATHAM HALL 


Chatham Hall has continued to prosper and has again enjoyed a full 
enrollment of girls from 30 States of the Union. We are fortunate in having 
an able and devoted faculty, headed by our Dean, Miss Virginia Holt, who 
this year completes her 20th year at Chatham Hall. 

Plans for the future now include the erection of a separate library 
building with some expansion of our class room facilities. Funds are in 
hand for this and ground will probably be broken late next fall. 

Of interest to all in the Diocese has been the presence of a Japanese 
special student and apprentice teacher, Miss Mary Tokiwa Noborisaka. She 
came to us through the kind offices of the Rev. William E. Kan of St. Mar- 
garet’s School and St. Paul’s University, Tokyo. Dr. Kan spoke at the dio- 
cesan conference at Chatham Hall in 1950 and is known to many churchmen 
in our State. 

I shall be glad again to have called to the attention of the Council that 
Chatham Hall offers each year a generous scholarship to a Virginia girl. 
We have but ten girls from Virginia in the school and would like to have 
more representation. We feel that we should be better known in our own 
bailiwick and would like to extend a most cordial invitation to all members 
of the Council to visit the school at any time.

EpiscopAL HIGH SCHOOL 


The Episcopal High School, founded in 1839 as the diocesan school of 
Virginia and now generally considered to be the diocesan school of the

four dioceses that have developed from the original Diocese of Virginia, 
considers it a privilege to report to the Diocese of Southern Virginia on 
the School’s 113th year of operation. Although under the control of an in- 
dependent Board of Trustees, and not deriving direct financial support 
from any diocese, this institution greatly cherishes its traditional status as 
an Episcopal Church School. 


The School’s enrollment, consisting normally of about 220 boarders and 
20 day students, is full this year as it has been for over fifty years. Enroll- 
ment is also full for the session beginning in September 1953, although 
places will undoubtedly become available during the course of the summer. 

The present tuition is $1,400 for a boarding student, and $700 for a 
day student. Sons of the Episcopal Clergy are admitted at one-half of the 
regular rate, and there is a scholarship in the form of a $300 discount 
which may be awarded annually by the Bishop of Southern Virginia. At 
present there are eight sons of Episcopal ministers enrolled in the student 
body. 

Commencement Exercises will be held on Saturday, June 6th, at which 
time approximately $1 students will receive diplomas. Eighteen colleges in 
the north and south are represented in the selection of this senior group.

SAINT PAUL’S POLYTECHNIC INSTITUTE 


There are 419 students enrolled in the College department and 420 in 
the Practice School, which is operated under the supervision of the College 
and in conjunction with its teacher training program. The 419 students in 
the College come from 19 different states, the District of Columbia and two 
foreign countries. It is interesting to note, however, that approximately 160 
College students come from within the boundaries of the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia. There are 75 young men and women candidates for our under- 
graduate degrees. 


According to a report presented to me by our Chaplain, the Rev. Alex- 
ander H. Easley, covering our current academic year, eleven persons have 
been presented for confirmation and three persons baptized. There have 
been 132 Communion Services, 184 Services for Daily Morning and Evening 
Prayer, and in addition, special Services in connection with Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, Epiphany, Ash Wednesday, Lent and Easter. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees, Dr. Dabney S. Lan- 
caster and Dr. John Page Williams were elected as members of the Board 
of Trustees. The Board of Trustees at the same meeting approved an 
operating budget for the 1953-1954 fiscal year in the amount of $408,205.00. 
Our yearly appropriation from the Diocese is $2,000.00. This amount repre- 
sents an increase of $1,000.00 over the 1952-1953 figure. 

As the President of the College I wish to express, on behalf of the 
faculty and students of the St. Paul’s Polytechnic Institute, sincere apprecia- 
tion for the good support, financial and otherwise, we have received and 
are receiving from the Diocese.

STUART HALL 


The year 1952-53 is proving an excellent one for Stuart Hall, from the 
standpoint of enrollment, general morale and academic work. We have 120 
resident students, 16 non-resident. The senior class numbers 44, the majority 
of whom have applications in for outstanding colleges. 

Our standing with these colleges continues to be all that any college 
preparatory school could wish. We are increasingly gratified by letters 
from our graduates telling of the ease with which they are carrying college 
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work after the Stuart Hall training. We also have letters from graduates 
expressing appreciation of our courses in Religious Education, which the 
girls have found especially helpful in their adjustments both to college 
Bible courses and to the strengthening of their personal religious convictions. 


The main improvement project of the year was the installation of the 
sprinkler system throughout the main unit of the buildings. It is a great 
comfort to have this fire protection, though the $30,000 borrowed for this 
project adds just that much to our indebtedness, making it now $61,000, 
with of course the corresponding interest. 


In order to be able to carry current expenses and to increase faculty 
salaries to a point where they are commensurate with those of other private 
schools, the Board of Directors at the January meeting increased the tuition 
for resident students $150.00, making it now $1,350.00, and for day students 
$50.00, making it now $300.00. If we could have a capacity enrollment—130 
resident students—with this increase I believe we could carry expenses 
successfully and pay off each year $10,000 of the indebtedness. During the 
past eight years $70,000 has been paid off in this way. | 


Stuart Hall has no endowment and only one small $4,000 scholarship 
fund. Since the school exists only by means of self-support, I urge the as- 
sistance of this Council in two directions: 1—Call to the attention of parents 
with daughters of preparatory school age the advantages of Stuart Hall 
so that our enrollment may not only be maintained, but also increased to 
capacity, with opportunity for careful selection, and 2—Call to the attention 
of those financially able the need for endowment, gifts and scholarship 
funds. 

We always welcome visitors, and shall be glad to have any of the 
clergy or laity come to see us whenever they are in this area.

THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL [THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY IN VIRGINIA 


The Seminary opened in September 1952 with 170 men enrolled from 
56 Dioceses and from Brazil, Mexico, China, Japan, Alaska and Hawaii. 
100 men were single and 70 were married. The number of married men 
in the junior class was much higher than had been expected. Census Bureau 
statistics and our own experience would seem to indicate that from now 
on a considerable number of men applying to the Seminary will be married. 

The fifth dormitory, named St. George’s by action of the Board of 
Trustees, was completed in October and occupied by students. With the 
completion of this dormitory we now have rooms on the Hill for 120 single 
men. 

As the new Dean I have received the heartiest cooperation of faculty 
and students alike. All have gone out of their way to help me learn my job 
and I want to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to them and 
also to the members of the Board. 

Dr. Lowell Beveridge joined the faculty in September as Associate 
Professor in charge of the Department of Speech, Public Speaking and 
Music. Dr. Beveridge has been having choir rehearsal regularly with the 
student body on Tuesday mornings and has been meeting each class for 
one hour a week in music and speech. In addition, he has met with small 
groups of students to carry on his work in the Speech Department. 

By action of the Board of Trustees, a system of sabbatical leaves for 
full professors has been arranged and will go into effect beginning June 15, 
1953. Dr. Kevin will be away for the first semester of the 1953-54 year and 
Dr. Mollegen will be away for the second semester. Also by action of the 
Board, the Rev. William Clebsch, Instructor in History, is being granted 
leave of absence for the academic year 1953-54 to start work on his doc- 
torate in history at Union Theological Seminary. 
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I cannot close this report without commending the work done by Mr. 
Boogher as Bursar and by the men who work under him on the grounds 
and those who work in his department and in the Dean’s office taking care 
of the multitudinous details. Were it not for their devoted, loyal and 
efficient service behind the scenes the Seminary would not, and could not, 
run as smoothly and effectively as it does and present the picture on the 
surface that you are all familiar with.

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CONSTITUTION 


OF “THE 


PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURGE 


IN THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN THE 


DIOCESE OF SOUTHERN VIRGINIA 
Adopted June 8th, 1893, and as since amended. 


ARTICEE I 


The Diocese of Southern Virginia consists of the following counties in the 
State of Virginia: 

Accomac, Amelia, Appomattox, Brunswick, Buckingham, Charlotte, Chester 
field, Cumberland, Dinwiddie, Elizabeth City, Greensville, Halifax, Isle of Wight, 
James City, Lunenburg, Mecklenburg, Nansemond, Norfolk, Northampton, 
Nottoway, Pittsylvania, Powhatan, Prince Edward, Princess Anne, Prince George, 
Southampton, Surry, Sussex, Warwick and York, and has been declared a con- 
stituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
and, having acceded to and adopted the Constitution of that Church, acknowledges 
its authority accordingly. 


ARTICCEMT 


There shall be a Council of the Protestant Episcopal Church in this Diocese 
on the second Tuesday in May every year, at such place within the Diocese 
as shall be designated by the Council at its regular meeting of the previous year. 
But in the event of the existence of a cause rendering it necessary or expedient 
to change the place so designated, or the time, or both, the Bishop, or, if there be 
no Bishop, the Standing Committee, may order a change of place, or time of meet- 
ing, or both, upon giving by circular letter four weeks’ notice thereof to the clergy 
entitled to seats and to the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized 
Missions entitled to Lay representation in the Council. 


ARTICLE III 


The Bishop, or, if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, shall have 
power to call a Special Council and to name the time and place thereof. The 
Clergy entitled to seats and the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized 
Missions entitled to representation in such Council shall be notified by circular 
letter at least four weeks previous to the time appointed, of such call, and also 
of the purpose for which said Council is called, and no business shall be trans- 
acted at any such Council other than that stated in the notice. 


ARTICEE*1V 


1. The Council shall be composed of the Bishop, and Bishop Coadjutor, 
and Suffragan Bishop, if there be such, and of Clergy and Laity. 

2. The Clergy entitled to membership in the Council shall be as follows: 
All ministers of this Church, canonically settled in Parishes or Separate Con- 
gregations of this Diocese; all Professors and Teachers in any Theological Semi- 
nary of this Church who are canonically connected with this Diocese; all Chap- 
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lains in the Army and Navy who are canonically connected with this Diocese; 
and all Ministers of this Church canonically connected with this Diocese 
who may be performing missionary or other clerical functions under the direc- 
. tion of the Ecclesiastical Authority thereof; provided that all such Ministers 
who may be prevented, by age or infirmity, from exercising their clerical func- 
tions, and who were so canonically settled or entitled to membership in the Council 
at the time of their disability, shall not be deprived of their membership by reason 
of their infirmity or disability; provided, also, that no Clergyman who has not 
been canonically connected with the Diocese for the six months preceding the 
meeting of the Council, and no Clergyman under ecclesiastical censure, shall be 
entitled to membership in the Council. 


3. The Laity entitled to membership in the Council shall be Communi- 
cants of this Church, as follows: The Chancellor of the Diocese and the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese, the Secretary of the Diocese and the Historiographer of the 
Diocese by virtue of their offices; and lay delegates from each Parish or Separate 
Gongregation or Organized Mission, as follows: One to one hundred communicants, 
one delegate; one hundred and one to three hundred communicants, two delegates; 
three hundred and one to eight hundred communicants, four delegates; eight 
hundred and one or over communicants, six delegates. 


It may be provided, however, by Canon, that no Parish, Separate Congre- 
gation or Organized Mission which has not paid its assessment for Diocesan Ex- 
penses for the previous year shall be entitled to lay representation. No person 
who is not a stated worshipper in the Parish or Congregation which he is chosen 
to represent, and no person under ecclesiastical process or censure, shall be entitled 
to membership in the Council. 


ARTICLE V 


Fifteen members of the Clerical Order and Lay Delegates from fifteen Parishes, 
Separate Congregations and Organized Missions shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business, but a smaller number may adjourn. 


ARTICLE VI 


In all matters before the Council the Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in 
one body, and the action of a majority shall give validity to any measure; but 
when five members require it, or where provided for by the Constitution or Canons 
of the Church, there shall be a vote by orders. When a vote by orders is taken 
each Parish and Separate Congregation and Organized Mission shall have one 
vote, and a majority of the votes of the Clergy present and of the Parishes, Separate 
Congregations and Organized Missions represented shall be necessary to a decision. 


ARTICLE VII 


The election of a Bishop or Bishop Coadjutor, or of a Suffragan Bishop of 
this Diocese shall be at a regular annual meeting of the Council or at a special 
meeting called for the purpose, and where a special meeting is called for such 
purpose, notice thereof shall be given as hereinbefore provided. 

In the election, the vote shall be by ballot and by orders, a concurrent 
majority of the two orders being necessary to a choice; provided, that two-thirds 
of all the Clergy entitled to vote and Lay Delegates from two-thirds of all the 
Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled to representa- 
tion be present, otherwise two-thirds of the votes of each order present shall be 
necessary to a choice. 


ARTICLE VIII 
The Bishop shall be the President of the Council. It shall be his duty to 


give the Council annually a report of his official acts and a general view of the 
state ot the Church; and he may declare his views on any subject after it has 
been discussed, before a vote thereon. The Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, 
shall preside in the Council in the absence of the Bishop. 
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ARTICLE IX 


In case of a vacancy in the Episcopal office, the Council immediately upon 
its assembling, shall choose by joint ballot a President from among the order 
of Presbyters, who shall remain in office until the next annual Council, or until 
the next election of a President. And in case neither the Bishop nor the Bishop 
Coadjutor should be present at any meeting of the Council, it shall elect, by 
ballot, a President pro tempore. 


ARTICLE X 


The Council shall elect annually a Secretary, who shall continue in office 
until his successor is elected. He shall perform such duties as the Council may, 
by canon or otherwise, require. 

The Secretary shall appoint, with the approval of the President of the Council, 
an Assistant Secretary, upon whom, whenever there shall be a vacancy in the 
office of Secretary, the duties thereof shall devolve; andif there should be a vacancy 
in the office of both Secretary and his Assistant, the duties of the Secretary shall 
devolve upon such person as the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, the Standing 
Committee, may appoint. 


ARTICLE XI 


The Council shall elect annually a Treasurer, who shall be a communicant 
of this Church, and who shall continue in office until his successor is elected. 
He shall perform such duties as the Council may, by canon or otherwise, re- 

uire. 

4 In case of a vacancy in the office by the death or resignation of the Treas- 
urer, or in case of misconduct, incapacity, or refusal or failure to discharge the 
duties of his office, during the recess of the Council, the Bishop, or if there be no 
Bishop, the Standing Committee, may fill the said vacancy or remove the said 
Treasurer, and appoint a Treasurer pro tempore, who shall take into his custody 
all money and other property, and all books and papers belonging to the said 
office, and discharge the duties thereof until the election of a Treasurer by the 
Council. 


ARTICLE XII 


The Council shall elect annually an officer to be called the Chancellor of 
the Diocese who shall be a communicant of this Church, and continue in office 
until his successor is elected. He shall be the legal adviser of the Bishop, and of 
the Standing Committee, and to him shall be referred for advice and, when requi- 
site, for action, all legal questions affecting the property of the Diocese, the validity 
of its action in regard thereto, or any other legal question affecting its inter- 
ests and welfare. 


ARTICLE XIII 


The Council shall elect annually an officer to be called the Historiographer of 
the Diocese, who shall continue in office until his successor is elected. His duty 
shall be to receive and keep up all documents and papers referring to the his- 
tory of the Diocese. He shall make a report to the Council at each annual meeting. 


ARTICLE XIV 


The Council shall elect annually by ballot a Standing Committee consisting 
of six members, three of whom shall be of the Clerical Order entitled to mem- 
bership in the Council, and three of the Lay Order who shall be communicants 
of the Church in this Diocese, in good standing. They shall continue in office 
until their successors are elected, and any vacancy occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be filled by the remaining Clerical and Lay members. 

The Standing Committee shall have all the authority conferred upon it 
by the Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America, and in addition thereto shall have such authority and perform 
such duties as may be prescribed by the Canons of this Diocese. 
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ARTICLE XV 


The boundaries and limits of the Parishes in this Diocese as established 
by law prior to May 18, 1785, except so far as they have since been changed or 
modified by the Convention or Council of the Diocese of Virginia, shall continue, 
subject to such changes, alterations and additions as may from time to time 
be made by the Council of this Diocese under such rules and regulations as may 
be prescribed by Canon; and the Separate Congregations and Missions in any of 
said Parishes as they existed in the Diocese shall continue as such, subject also 
to such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by canon. The Council may 
provide by canon for the admission of new Parishes, Separate Congregations, 
or Organized Missions into union with the Church in this Diocese. 

Every Parish, Separate Congregation, Organized Mission and Mission 
Church within this Diocese, as now constituted and organized, or which may 
hereafter be constituted and organized, shall be benefited and bound equally by 
every rule and canon which shall be framed by any Council acting under this 
constitution, for the government of this Church. 


ARTICLE XVI 


This constitution shall not be altered except in the following manner: The 
proposed alteration or amendment shall be submitted in writing to the annual 
Council, and if approved by a majority of each order, shall lie over to the next 
annual Council, and if then adopted by a majority of each order, such alteration 
or amendment shall become valid and obligatory; provided, that if less than two- 
thirds of the Clergy entitled to vote, and Lay Delegates from less than two- 
thirds of the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions entitled 
to representation, be present at the final vote, then two-thirds of those present 
and voting of each order shall be necessary for its final adoption.

Canon I 
OF A LIST TO BE MADE OF THE MINISTERS IN THE DIOCESE 


Section 1. Within one week before each stated meeting of the Council 
of this Diocese, the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of al! the Clergy of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, canonically resident in this Diocese with the names of their 
respective cures, or of their stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, 
or other Seminaries of learning in which they are engaged, or, in regard to those 
who have no cure, or who are not engaged in Missions or Institutions of learning, 
as above, their places of residence only and he shall specify in said list those who 
are entitled to membership in the Council. And such list, corrected as hereinafter 
mentioned shall be laid before the Council on the first day of meeting, and the 
names of the Clergy shall be called therefrom. The said list shall be prefixed 
by the Secretary to the Journal, and by him shall be transmitted to the Secre- 
tary of the General Convention. 


Section 2. The list of the Clergy of this Diocese, so prepared by the 
Bishop or Standing Committee, and corrected according to the changes which 
may occur, whether by death, ordination, discipline, or canonical removals from 
or admissions into this Diocese shall be prima facie evidence of a Clergyman’s 
canonical connection with this Diocese, but no Clergyman, while suspended 
from the Ministry shall have a place on said list. 


Section 8. The right of any Clergyman to membership in the Council 
shall, if questioned, be determined according to the provisions of the Consti- 
tution and Canons by the Council itself. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Clergy to attend every meeting 
of the Council of this Diocese; and any Clergyman who fails to attend shall 
make his excuse to the Bishop. 


Canon II 
OF LAY DELEGATES AND THE EVIDENCE OF THEIR APPOINTMENT 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of each Parish, Separate Congregation and 
Organized Mission in union with the Church in this Diocese, to send to the Council 
the number of Lay Delegates to which it may be entitled. The Delegates shall 
be chosen by the Vestries or, if there be no Vestry, by the qualified voters of the 
Parish or Congregation. 


Section 2. The election of Lay Delegates to the Council of this Diocese 
shall be certified in duplicate by the Rector, and the Register or one of the Ward- 
ens of the Parish or Congregation, or if there be no Rector, by one of the Ward- 
ens and the Register; and if there be no Vestry, the certificate shall be signed by 
the Rector, if there be one, or if there be no Rector, by the persons who con- 
ducted the election. 
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Section 3. The Certificate of election shall be as follows:

But the Council shall have the right, if it deem proper, to receive other evidence 
of election when such certificate has been lost, or is not in proper form. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the proper officer or officers of each 
Parish or Congregation to furnish the Delegates chosen a certificate of his elec- 
tion, and to transmit a duplicate thereof to the Secretary of the Council as soon 
after the election as practicable; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary to pre- 
pare a list of the persons so certified to him, which list shall be used in the organ- 
ization of the Council, and shall be received as evidence that the persons named 
therein are entitled to seats. The Secretary shall call the roll of the Delegates 
so certified. Should a doubt arise as to the right of any Lay Delegates to mem- 
bership, the matter shall be referred to a committee on election for examination 
and report. 

Canon III 


OF THE DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY OF THE COUNCIL 


Section 1. The Secretary of the Council shall record the proceedings of 
the Council, and have them printed in a journal as it shall direct, preserve its 
journals and records, attest its public acts, and faithfully deliver to his successor 
all books, papers and records in his possession relating to its affairs. He shall 
keep a list of the Parishes, Separate Congregations and Organized Missions en- 
titled to representation in the Council, and publish the same annually in the 
Journal. 


Section 2. He shall give notice as required by the Constitution of the time 
and place of the meeting of the Council, and in case of a vacancy in the office 
of President of the Council, he shall call the Council to order upon its assembling 
and preside over the same until a President is elected. 


Section 3. He shall perform such other duties as are prescribed by the 
Canons, or which by resolution the Council may require. 
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Canon IV 
OF THE DUTIES OF THE TREASURER OF THE DIOCESE 


The Treasurer of the Diocese shall receive and safely keep all money and 
other property confided to his custody, and disburse and dispose of the same as 
may be ordered by the Council. He shall render annually to the Council an 
account, showing all money and other property received by him, and the manner 
in which he has disbursed or disposed of the same. 


Canon V 
OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 


Section 1. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopal Office the duties to be 
performed by the Bishop, as to discipline, except pronouncing sentence of sus- 
pension, or deposition from the Ministry, shall be performed by the Standing 
Committee. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Standing Committee, at every Annual 
Council, to make a report of its proceedings. 


Canon VI 
OF FINANCES 


Section 1. The fiscal year shall begin January first. 


Section 2. All accounts having to do with the receipt and expenditure 
or investment of money of all Diocesan organizations shall be audited at the 
close of each year by a certified public accountant; provided, however, that if 
the amount of income for the year as shown by the account shall be less than 
three thousand dollars, or if a certified public accountant is not available, the 
audit may be made by an accountant bookkeeper in no way connected with the 
subject matter of the account. 


Section 3. The Executive Board shall recommend to Council each year 
the basis and rates of assessment for Diocesan expenses; which rates may be 
based on current expenses alone, or may be based in part on current expenses, 
and in part on the number of communicants of each congregation, as reported 
in the Journal. To the extent that the rate is based on current expenses, it shall 
be a fixed percentage of the current expenses of each congregation as reported 
for the last year shown in the Journal; and to the extent that the rate is based 
on the number of communicants, if at all, it shall be a fixed amount for each white 
communicant as reported for such year, ‘but may be a different fixed amount for 
each colored communicant so reported, provided that a special assessment may 
be made for any congregation whose current expenses are less than $100.00. The 
Executive Board shall likewise recommend such assessment as it may deem just 
on all congregations whose reports do not appear in the Journal. 


Section 4. Each Annual Council shall, after receiving the recommendations 
of the Executive Board, proceed to adopt the rates of assessment, and when deemed 
proper fix assessments on congregations whose current expenses do not exceed 
one hundred dollars. On or before the beginning of each year the Treasurer of 
the Diocese shall calculate the assessment for Diocesan expenses at the rates fixed 
by Council for each Parish, Separate Congregation, Organized Mission, and 
Mission Church, and shall notify the Treasurers thereof of these assessments. 
The assessments shall be due immediately but shall be payable in twelve monthly 
installments on or before the middle of each calendar month beginning with January. 
The Treasurer shall report to the next annual Council the names of Parishes, 
Separate Congregations, Organized Missions, and Mission Churches which were 
on that day in default, together with the amounts due. 


SECTION 5. Upon the opening of each Council, the Bishop shall ap- 
point a Committee on Finance, to consist of three persons. Both Orders 
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shall be represented on said Committee and no member of the Department 
of Finance established by the Executive Board of the Diocese shall be 
eligible to serve thereon. All motions or resolutions providing for appro- 
priations shall be referred to the Committee on Finance, and no appropria- 
tion shall be made after the adoption of the rates of assessments for the 
year. 


Canon VII 
OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


SECTION 1. There shall be an Executive Board constituted as follows: 
the Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one; the Suffragan Bishop, 
if there be any; the treasurer of the Diocese; the President of the Diocesan 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary; eight clergymen and eight laymen elect- 
ed by ballot at each Annual Council, and two members elected by the above 
constituted Executive Board. A majority of the members shall constitute a 
quorum. The Board shall have power to fill vacancies occurring between 
Council Meetings. 


SECTION 2. The elected members shall be chosen as follows: four 
clergymen and four laymen shall be elected by each Annual Council from 
a convocation to be known as the Tidewater Convocation, which shall con- 
sist of the Churches and Missions in the counties of Accomack, Northampton, 
Princess Anne, Norfolk, Nansemond, York, James City, Southampton and 
Isle of Wight, and the independent cities in or adjoining said counties, in- 
cluding the City of Newport News; three clergymen and three laymen from 
a convocation to be known as the Southside Convocation, which shall con- 
sist of the Churches and Missions in the counties of Greensville, Brunswick, 
Mecklenburg, Halifax, Pittsylvania, Surry, Sussex, Dinwiddie, Prince George, 
Chesterfield, Powhatan, Amelia, Nottoway, Cumberland, Buckingham, Ap- 
pomattox, Prince Edward, Charlotte and Lunenburg, and the independent 
cities in or adjoining said counties, including that part of the City of Rich- 
mond lying south of the James River; and one clergyman and one layman 
from a convocation to be known as the Colored Convocation which shall 
consist of all Churches and Missions limited by law to the Negro members 
of this Diocese. 


SECTION 8. The Executive Board shall foster and coordinate the pro- 
gram of the Diocese, and perform such work as shall be committed to it by 
Council or in these Canons. It shall initiate and develop such new work as 
it may deem necessary, but shall in all matters be subject to the direction 
of Council. The Board shall hold not less than three meetings between 
Annual Councils, and shall make a report to the Annual Council. 


SecTION 4. (a) A Board Member elected to such office at three con- 
secutive meetings of the Council shall not be eligible for re-election at the 
next Annual Council. 

(b) A Board Member, however elected, shall not be eligible to serve 
for more than six counciliar years. 


SecTION 5. The Executive Board shall be authorized to appoint and 
to define the scope of the work of such Departments as it shall determine. 
The Chairmen of such Departments shall be elected from the membership 
of the Board and shall hold office for one year. The Bishop shall be ex officio 
a member of each Department. Each Department shall make to the Execu- 
tive Board on or before the first of April of each year a report in writing 
of the work done under its direction. This report shall include an itemized 
Departmental budget for the succeeding year. 


SecTION 6. The Executive Board shall be authorized to elect, direct 
and determine the salary of the Executive and Field Secretaries, and other 
Diocesan administrative employees, for work in the Diocese. Such salaries 
shall be included in the detailed budget submitted to the Annual Council. 
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SECTION 7. The proportionate membership of the Executive Board by 
Convocations provided for herein shall be reconsidered by Council every 
ten years after the date of the adoption of this canon. 


, Canon VIII 
OF DEPUTIES TO THE PROVINCIAL SYNOD 


At each annual Council, except that of the year of the meeting of the General 
Convention, there shall be elected by ballot, four clergymen, who shall be canon- 
ically resident in the Diocese, and four laymen, who shall be communicants of 
this Church and domiciled in the Diocese, to be deputies to the Provincial Synod, 
who shall serve until others are elected. 


Canon IX 
OF DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION 


Section 1. At the regular Annual Council preceding the meeting of the 
General Convention there shall be elected by ballot the full number of Clerical 
and Lay Deputies to the General Convention to which this Diocese is entitled 
under the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, and also in the same manner, a like number of Clerical and Lay 
Deputies to act as Alternates as hereinafter provided. In such election a majority 
of all the votes cast shall be necessary to a choice. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of each of the Deputies elected to signify 
to the Secretary of the Council, thirty days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, whether he accepts or declines the appointment. Should any Deputy 
elected decline or fail to signify his acceptance, or should a vacancy occur by 
removal from the Diocese, deposition, death or other cause, the Secretary of 
the Council shall issue the certificate of election to that Alternate Deputy of the 
order in which the vacancy occurs, who received the highest number of votes, 
and if there be more than one vacancy, the others shall be selected in like manner. 


Canon X 
OF EXAMINING CHAPLAINS 


At each Annual Council the Bishop shall nominate not more than six clergy- 
men, canonically resident in the Diocese, to serve as Examining Chaplains and 
when such nomination shall be approved by the Council they shall serve for one 
year and until their successors shall be elected. 


Canon XI 
OF THE DIVISION OF PARISHES 


Section 1. Whenever the members of the Church residing in a particular 
portion of any Parish, shall desire to separate from the Parish of which they form 
a part, it shall be lawful for them to assemble, after public notice given in the 
church or place of public worship, or posted upon the door of the same, and ap- 
point a committee to take such measures as may be necessary. 

Section 2. The committee thus appointed shall give to the Bishop and 
to the Vestry (if there be one) of the Parish from which they desire to be sep- 
arated, or to the vestries, if there be more than one in the Parish, a formal notice 
of their intention to apply for such separation, which notice shall contain a de- 
scription of the proposed line or lines of division, and shall be sent to the Bishop 
and said Vestry or Vestries at least three months before the meeting of the Council 
to which the application shall be made. 

Section 8. Said application shall be made in the form of a petition to 
the Council, and shall set forth the considerations which are supposed to render 
the division desirable; whereupon the Council may, if it deems it expedient, 
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proceed to divide said Parish and to constitute the portion thereof applying for 
separation a new Parish, with all rights and privileges of other Parishes of this 
Diocese. 

Section 4. As soon after the adjournment of the Council as may be prac- 
tical, the committee aforesaid shall give at least two weeks’ notice to the mem- 
bers of the Church residing in the new Parish, to assemble for the election of a 
Vestry, which election shall be conducted according to the requirements of the 
Canon providing for the election of Vestries. 


Section 5. The committee aforesaid, or a majority of those who may 
attend, shall judge of the qualifications of electors, of the qualification of persons 
proposed to be elected, and of the election; and those persons whom said com- 
mittee shall declare to be duly elected, shall be the Vestry of said Parish until 
the election and qualification of the succeeding Vestry. 


Canon XII 


OF CHANGING THE LINE OR BOUNDARIES BETWEEN TWO OR 
MORE PARISHES 


Section 1. Whenever two or more Parishes desire to change the lines 
or boundaries between them, upon the petition of the Vestries of such Parishes 
the Council may make such change and readjust the lines of said Parishes so 
petitioning. 

Section 2. The petition shall be made to the Council, and shall set forth 
the considerations which are supposed to render the change desirable, and shall 
contain a description of the line or lines proposed to be changed, and notice thereof 
shall be given to the Bishop at least three months before the meeting of the Council 
to which the application shall be made; whereupon the Council may, if it deem 
it expedient, proceed to change the lines or boundaries between said Parishes. 


Canon XIII 
OF THE FORMATION OF NEW CONGREGATIONS WITHIN A PARISH 


Section 1. When any number of persons belonging to any Parish or Con- 
gregation, sufficient to build a house of worship and provide for the support of 
a Minister, desire to form a Separate Congregation within the Parish to which 
they belong, they may proceed as required in the Canon on the division of Parishes, 
except that in such case the direction as to a line or lines of division is inapplicable. 
The Council may, on such petition, constitute the applicants a Separate Congre- 
gation, with right to representation in the Council, and any such Congrega- 
tion so formed shall be subject to the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese. 


Section 2. No new Church shall be erected, or new congregation estab- 
lished, in any parish without the consent of all the vestries in said parish, and of 
the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, but if such consent be not given, an 
appeal may be taken to Council, and its decision shall be final. 


Section 3. When a Parish or Separate Congregation is dependent on 
diocesan aid for the payment of any part of the minister’s salary or pension fund 
premiums, either directly or by combining with any Parish, Separate Congrega- 
tion or Mission which is receiving aid, it shall thereby revert to the status of an 
Organized Mission and the appointment and removal of the rector or minister 
in charge shall be entirely in the hands of the Bishop, and shall so continue until 
such dependence shall cease, provided that the foregoing shall not apply to, or 
affect, any Parish or Separate Congregation which shall have undertaken the 
establishment or support of a mission in addition to the work of the Parish or 
Separate Congregation, and when the aid received is solely for the benefit of this 


mission work. 
Canon XIV 


OF MISSION CHURCHES 


Section 1, When any number of persons belonging to any Parish or Con- 
gregation desire a separate and independent organization, but cannot comply 
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with the requirements of the Canon in regard to the formation of Separate Con- 
gregations, they may, until they are so able, proceed to organize a Mission Church 
upon the following conditions: 


“They must obtain the consent of all the Vestries in said Parish and of the 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, but if such consent be not given, an appeal 
may be taken to Council, and its decision shall be final.” 


When any Mission Church shall be organized, the Ecclesiastical Authority 
shall give notice of such organization to the Secretary of the Diocese, and shall ap- 
point a male communicant of the Mission Church to act as Warden and suitable 
persons to act as register and treasurer. The Warden and register and treasurer so 
appointed shall perform the duties required of other Wardens, registers and 
treasurers. 


Section 2. Any Mission Church so organized may make application to 
Council to be recognized and received as an Organized Mission. Such appli- 
cation shall be signed by the Warden and register and treasurer, and the minister 
in charge, if there be one, and shall show: 

1—The name by which the Organized Mission is to be known. 

2—Its location. 

3—That the approval of the Vestry or Vestries and of the Ecclesiastical 
Authority had been obtained, as required by Section 1 of this Canon. 

4—The amount which the proposed Organized Mission can contribute to 
its support. 

5—That the proposed Organized Mission contains not less than 30 
Communicants, 10 of whom are male adults. 


6—That it has paid its diocesan assessment and met its Church’s Pro- 
gram quota for the two years last past. 


Section 3. If such Mission Church shall be recognized and received by 
Council as an Organized Mission, then it shall elect a Vestry. The election shall 
be in accordance with, and the duties of the Vestry shall be defined by the pro- 
visions of the Canons which apply to other Vestries, but such Vestry shall not 
have the right to call a minister. 

Section 4. The Bishop shall have the right of appointment of ministers 
to, and of their removal from, any Mission Church or Organized Mission. The 
missionary work of the Diocese shall be under the supervision and control of the 
Bishop, and the Bishop shall have the right to appoint Archdeacons. 

Section 5. A list of the Mission Churches and Organized Missions shall 
be published annually in the Journal. 

Section 6. When any Congregation desires to establish a parochial mission 
the said Congregation shall obtain the approval of the Vestries of the Parish in 
which the mission is to be located. It shall also obtain the approval of the Ec- 
clesiastical Authority of the Diocese. 


Canon XV 
OF THE ELECTION AND MEETINGS OF VESTRIES 


ELECTION OF VESTRYMEN: THEIR NUMBER 


Section 1. Each Parish, Separate Congregation and Organized Mission shall 
annually elect, by ballot, not less than three nor more than eighteen male com- 
municants, twenty-one years of age and otherwise qualified to vote as hereinafter 
defined, who, with the minister in charge, shall constitute the Vestry thereof, until 
their successors are chosen and qualified. A majority of all votes cast shall be 
necessary to a choice. 


The Vestrymen so elected shall enter upon their duties the first day of January 
following, or, if the election be subsequent to that date, immediately upon election. 
The number elected shall be the same as for the preceding year, unless changed 
by the Vestry in advance, or by a majority vote of the assembled electors before 
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actual balloting begins, provided, however, that, in the case of a new Parish, 
Separate Congregation, or Organized Mission, the number may be fixed by Council 
at the time it is admitted. 

When three desirable communicants, eligible as Vestrymen, cannot be found 
to act as such, the electors, assembled as for an election, may make such provision 
as they shall deem proper for the management of the temporal affairs of their 
Parish, Congregation or Mission, until such time as a Vestry may be elected and 


qualify. 
QUALIFICATIONS OF ELECTORS 


Section 2. All confirmed persons, eighteen years of age or over who have 
been enrolled as members of the Congregation for the six months last past, and 
have been regular participants in its religious exercises, unless hindred by sickness 
or other sufficient cause, shall be entitled to vote. 


PLAcE AND TIME OF ELECTION 


Section 3. The election shall be held at the usual place of worship, or at 
some other convenient place. The time and place of the election shall be fixed 
by the Vestry, but if the vestry fail to act at least two weeks before the Second 
Monday in Advent, the minister may fix the same, and if there be none, the wardens. 
In case no provision for an election is made as provided above, prior to the 20th 
day of December, any three qualified electors many bring the matter to the atteu- 
tion of the Bishop. If the Bishop be of the opinion that the election is too long 
delayed, he may order an election at such time and place as he shall see fit 


NoTICcE OF THE ELECTION 


Section 4. Due notice of the time and place of the election shall be given 
at public services on the two Sundays next preceding, or by mail to all qualified 
voters as far as practicable, or by posting at the front door of the Church or other 
place of worship, or if there be none, at two or more public places within the 
Parish or Cure, at least two weeks before the election. 


THE JupcEs or ELECTION 


Section 5. The Vestry shall appoint three persons, not more than two ot 
whom shall be from their own body, to serve as judges of election. In case no 
such judges be appointed, the Chairman of the meeting shall appoint three electors 
to act as judges. The judges shall decide the qualifications of voters, and of 
those elected as Vestrymen. The Secretary of the meeting, if there be one, other- 
wise the judges of the election, shall certify to the Register of the Vestry the 
result of the election, and such certificate shall be spread upon the minutes of 
the Vestry. 

Two or More ConGreGaTIONS IN ONE CuRE 


Section 6. In case there be in one Cure two or more congregations, each 
shall elect separately the number of Vestrymen to which it is entitled. The 
number for each congregation shall be determined in advance by the Vestry of the 
Cure, or if not so determined shall be the same as for the preceding year, but 
the total number for the Cure shall not exceed eighteen, unless there be more than 
six congregations, in which case the number shall not exceed three times the 
number of congregations. The Vestrymen elected by each congregation, with the 
minister, shall have charge of the temporal affairs so far as they relate only to 
that congregation. All of the Vestrymen so elected, together with the minister, 
shall constitute the Vestry of the Cure and have charge of all matters that pertain 
to the Cure as a whole. 

Vestry MEETINGS 


Section 7. (a) Assoon as may be after January first following the election, 
or if not elected until after January lst, as soon as may be after their election, 
the Vestrymen shall assemble at such time and place as the Minister shall ap- 
point, or as shall otherwise be designated, and shall proceed to organize the Vestry. 
The Register and Treasurer of the former Vestry shall attend. 
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(b) Other meetings of the Vestry shall be held at such times as the Vestry 
may prescribe; and may be held at any time upon the call of the Minister, or 
of any two Vestrymen. 

(c) The Minister shall preside at all meetings, if he be present, and shall 
be entitled, in addition to his vote as a member of the Vestry, to give the casting 
vote in case of a tie, unless it be upon a matter in which he is personally inter- 
ey The proceedings shall be opened with one or more Collects and the Lord’s 

rayer. 

(d) At all meetings of the Vestry a majority of the members shall consti- 
tute a quorum, but for the purpose of determining a quorum no Vestryman shall 
be counted who has not subscribed to the declaration set forth in Section 8 below. 


QUALIFYING DECLARATION 


Section 8. Every person chosen as a Vestryman, before he acts as such, 
shall qualify by subscribing to the following declaration: 


I do believe the Holy Scripture to contain all things necessary to 
salvation; and I do solemnly engage to conform to the doctrine, dis- 
cipline, and worship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America; and I promise that I will faithfully execute the office 
of Vestryman Ofc nie god Go ae Parish (Church or Mission) in 
ess Lida ed Cece County (or City), according to my best knowledge 
and skill. 


OFFICERS OF THE VESTRY 


SecTIon 9. The Vestry shall elect two Wardens (or where there are a 
number of congregations as provided for in Section 6 of this Canon, one Warden 
for each congregation), a Register and a Treasurer, who shall continue in office 
until their successors are elected. The Wardens must be members of the Vestry. 


How Vacancies FILLED 


Section 10. Vacancies in the Vestry may be filled at any meeting by the 
remaining members, but no one shall be elected unless he shall receive the votes 
of a majority of the members of the Vestry. 


Canon XVI 
OF THE DUTIES OF VESTRIES 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Vestry to elect a Rector; to co- 
operate with him for the promotion of the spiritual welfare of his cure; to see 
that he is properly supported, and that his salary and pension fund premiums, 
other than the pro rata distribution from general funds, be paid with regularity 
and punctuality; to make provision to pay the assessment for the Diocesan 
expenses; to make and execute all contracts for the erection, furnishing and 
preservation of the church edifice and other church property; to “regulate the use 
of the Parish graveyard; to make proper provision for sacred music subject to 
the control of the Rector; to provide for the appointment of trustees under the 
laws of the State of Virginia authorized to hold the legal title to the Church prop- 
erty, and generally as constituted agents of the Parish or Congregation to trans- 
act all its temporal business. 


Section 2. When a Parish or Congregation becomes vacant, it shall be 
the duty of the Vestry to give notice thereof forthwith to the Bishop, or if there 
should be no Bishop, to the President of the Standing Committee. 


Canon XVII 
OF THE DUTIES OF WARDENS AND OTHER PARISH OFFICERS 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Wardens to keep watch over the 
Church property; to see that it is duly prepared for every occasion of public 
worship; to see that the sexton and other employees properly perform their 
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duties; to collect the offerings of the people; to take charge of the font and com- 
munion plate; to provide out of the Parish Funds, under the direction of the Vestry, 
a sufficient supply of vestments and books to be used in Public Worship, and also 
the elements for the Celebration of the Holy Communion; to attend the accom- 
modation of the congregation with seats, and to maintain order and decorum 
during the time of public worship. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Register of the Vestry to take charge 
of the Parish Records; to keep correct entries of all proceedings of the Vestry; 
and when there is no rector, to enter upon the Church Register usually kept by 
the Rector, all baptisms, specifying the Christian and surnames of the parents, 
with the name and date of birth and baptism of the person baptized; also all 
marriages, deaths, and funerals, with the dates and names of parties, and in 
like manner all confirmations administered in, and communicants lost or gained 
by the Parish, and furnish a report of the same to the Annual Council of the 
Diocese. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to take charge of all offer- 
ings and income collected for the expenses of the Parish or Congregation, and 
disburse the same under the direction of the Vestry. He shall also take charge 
of all offerings made for special purposes, except communion alms, and pay over 
or disburse the same for the objects and purposes for which they were made by 
the Congregation. And he shall make a report thereof to the Vestry. 


Canon XVIII 


OF THE CARE TO BE EXERCISED IN THE ENROLLMENT 
OF COMMUNICANTS 


All Ministers shall be careful in the enrollment of communicants, and shall 
require, as far as practicable, that communicants removing from one Parish 
to another shall conform to the provisions of the General Canon on that sub- 
ject. 

Canon XIX 


OF THE DUTIES OF MEMBERS OF THE CHURCH 


The members of this Church shall conform to its teachings and to the creed 
upon which it is founded, and shall, as far as in them lies, live in the exercise 
of those Christian principles and duties prescribed in the Holy Scriptures and 
illustrated in the Book of Common Prayer, and shall further instruct their families 
and those dependent on them in the like duties and principles, both by example 
and precept. They shall use all sober and godly conversation, shall daily ex- 
ercise family worship, be charitable in act and word, and shall celebrate and 
keep holy the Lord’s day, giving all due attention to the services of the Church 
and to Public Worship. 

Canon XX 


OF THE TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN NOT BEING A BISHOP 


Section 1. Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop, 
shall become liable to presentment and trial under the provision of any Canon 
of the General Convention or of the Diocesan Council, the mode of proceeding 
and trial in this Diocese shall be as follows: A presentment in writing shall be 
made to the Bishop, specifying the offense or offenses with which the accused is 
charged, with reasonable certainty as to the time, place and circumstances. The 
presentment shall be accompanied by a further statement in writing, giving 
the names of the witnesses and the purport of their evidence, and also any docu- 
mentary evidence relating to the case. 


Section 2. Such presentment may be made by the Vestry of the Parish 
or Congregation to which the accused belongs, or by any three Presbyters of the 
Diocese entitled to membership in the Council; or in case of alleged misconduct 
in another Diocese, by the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese; also whenever 
from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop shall have reason to believe that any 
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Clergyman is under the imputation of having been guilty of any offense or offenses 
for which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church requires 
an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons to examine the case, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, and if any persons other than Pres- 
byters be appointed they shall be communicants of this Church in good standing. 
A majority of the persons so appointed may make the examination, and if there is 
in their opinion a sufficient ground for presentment, they shall present the Clergy- 
man accordingly. The Vestry, Presbyters or persons so appointed by the Bishop 
to examine the case shall act as a committee of prosecution on any presentment 
made by them respectively. 


Section 3. When the presentment is made to the Bishop, if it appears 
to him that the facts charged do not constitute an offense, he may, by and with 
the consent of the Standing Committee, dismiss it; or if the presentment allege 
facts, some of which do and some of which do not constitute an offense, he may, 
by and with the like consent of the Standing Committee, allow it in part and 
dismiss it as to the residue, or permit it to be amended; provided, that any Clergy- 
man charged with an offense so dismissed may himself demand that the trial 
shall proceed, as hereinafter provided. 

Section 4. When the presentment shall be allowed in whole or in part 
by the Bishop, he shall immediately proceed to the trial according to the fol- 
lowing provisions: He shall cause a copy of the presentment to be served on 
the accused according to the laws in force in the State of Virginia for serving 
notices. He shall nominate from among the Clergy entitled to membership in 
the Council, eight Presbyters other than members of the Standing Committee, 
and not being parties to the presentment, and shall cause a list of their names 
to be served on the accused at the time the presentment is served, and in the same 
manner. Within twenty days after such service the accused shall choose five 
of the eight Presbyters so nominated, and make known to the Bishop in writing 
the names of the Presbyters so chosen; but if the accused should fail so to do 
within the twenty days aforesaid, the Bishop shall choose five from the said 
list, and the Presbyters so chosen shall constitute a court for the trial of the ac- 
cused. 

Section 5. The Court so chosen shall meet at such time and place within 
the Diocese as the Bishop shall direct, and shall organize by electing a Presi- 
dent and a Secretary, the former of whom shall be from their own body, and shall 
have power to adjourn from time to time and from place to place (but always 
within the Diocese) as they shall deem necessary. 

Section 6. A written notice of the time and place of the first meeting 
of the court shall be served, in the manner hereinbefore provided for the service 
of the presentment, on the accused, at least ten days before such meeting, and 
also on the persons making the presentment. 


Section 7. If at the time appointed for the first meeting of the court the 
whole number of five Presbyters shall not attend, then those who do attend may 
adjourn from time to time, and if after one adjournment or more, it shall appear 
to them improbable that the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, 
then those who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the court 
and proceed to the trial and a majority of them shall decide all questions and 
in case of a tie, the president of the court shall have the deciding vote. 


Section 8. The accused may appear either in person or by counsel, and 
if he appear before proceeding to trial, he shall be called on by the court to say 
whether he is guilty of the offense or offenses with which he is charged, and if he 
neglect or refuse to answer, or fail to appear, the plea of “‘not guilty” shall be en- 
tered for him'and the trial shall proceed. 

Section 9. At the request of the accused or of the prosecutors, witnesses 
may be summoned by the Bishop before the meeting of the court;, after the 
court is convened they shall be summoned by the president of the Court. The 
trial shall proceed without formal pleadings. All testimony shall be given under 
oath or affirmation, administered by the president of the court or by some officer 
authorized by law, and shall be taken down in writing; but the rules of evidence 
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enforced in civil or criminal courts shall not be strictly followed or observed, 
but the real facts of the case shall be ascertained. In case the testimony of any 
witness is desired, whose attendance at trial cannot be obtained, his deposition 
may be taken, after reasonable notice, according to laws in force in the State of 
Virginia in civil cases, before a commissioner to be appointed by the Bishop, if 
required before the court shall have convened or by the court after it has con- 
vened. 


Section 10. A record of all proceedings shall be kept by the Secretary. 


Section 11. The court having deliberately considered the evidence shall 
without delay declare its judgment in writing, which shall be in accordance with 
the evidence and facts presented. The judgment shall be signed by the mem- 
bers of the court who sit in the case or by a majority of them, and shall declare 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of the charge or charges, or of any 
of them, preferred against him, in the order set forth in the presentment, and 
also if guilty of the said charge or charges, or any of them, what punishment 
shall be imposed, which judgment, with all the evidence, shall be forthwith de- 
livered to the Bishop. If the judgment of the court should declare the accused 
not guilty of all the charges, then it shall be final, and the Bishop shall cause 
notice thereof to be given to all the Parishes and Congregations in the Diocese; 
but if the judgment shall declare the accused guilty of the said charge or charges, 
or any of them, the Bishop, unless he sees cause to mitigate or remit the punish- 
ment or to grant a new trial, shall pronounce sentence according to the judgment 
of the court and such sentence shall be final. In case a new trial is granted, 
a new court shall be constituted and organized, according to the provisions of 
this Canon. 


Section 12. If after a presentment has been allowed in whole or in part 
by the Bishop, but before the court is organized and convened as hereinbefore 
provided, the accused Clergyman shall in writing confess the truth of the charges 
against him the Bishop shall forthwith proceed to pronounce such sentence, as 
he by and with the advice of the Standing Committee shall judge to be proper, 
and if at any time during the trial, the accused shall make like confession, the 
court shall proceed to impose the punishment and certify its judgment, as here- 
inbefore provided, to the Bishop, who shall, unless he sees cause to mitigate or 
remit the punishment, pronounce the sentence. 


Section 13. In case the accused shall exercise the privilege of appearing 
by counsel, but not otherwise, those presenting shall have the like privilege. 
If the accused should desire it a copy of any documentary evidence adduced against 
him shall be furnished him, and if he should so desire, the trial shall be in public. 


Section 14. Incase a presentment is made during a vacancy in the Episcopal 
office, such presentment shall be made to the Standing Committee, who shall 
thereupon take such steps and exercise such powers as are by this Canon enjoined 
on the Bishop; provided, that on receiving the proceedings and judgment of the 
court, it shall transmit the same to the Bishop of some other Diocese, who shall 
be requested and is hereby authorized to act thereon, as if he were the Bishop of 
this Diocese. 

Section 15. All aeenen and proceedings under this Canon shall after 
they have been acted on by the Bishop, be transmitted by him to the Standing 
Committee, who shall preserve the same. 


Section 16. All expensés incurred under this Canon shall be defrayed 
by the Treasurer of the Diocese out of the ‘Fund for Diocesan Expenses” by 
order of the Committee on Finance. 


Canon XXI 


OF THE PROCEEDINGS IN THE TRIAL OF A LAYMAN, AFTER EX- 
PULSION BY THE MINISTER FROM THE HOLY COMMUNION 


If any person repelled from the Holy Communion shall allege to the Bishop, 
that injustice has been done, or if, notwithstanding he shall have professed him- 
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self ready and willing, in truth and sincerity to comply with the requisitions 
expressed in the Rubric in order to be restored to the Holy Communion, his re- 
pulsion shall be continued, he may present his complaint in writing to the Bishop, 
setting forth the ground thereof, and desiring that he may be restored to the 
Communion, whereupon the Bishop, unless he thinks fit to restore the communi- 
cant from the insufficiency of the cause assigned by the Minister, shall nominate 
two of the Clergy and two of the Laity, of whom the Minister repelling shall 
select one of the Clergymen, and the communicant one of the Laymen; and it 
shall be the duty of the two thus chosen to take without delay the evidence in 
the case, under oath and in writing, of such witnesses as may be produced by 
either of the parties and to certify the same to the Bishop, who, thereupon, unless 
for his own satisfaction, or for good cause shown by either of the parties inter. 
ested he shall desire further evidence, shall proceed to adjudge the case. If further 
evidence be required, it shall be obtained and certified, either by the same com- 
mission, or by another appointed in the manner above prescribed, as the Bishop 
may direct. And when the evidence is thus procured, the Bishop shall adjudge 
the case, and shall communicate his judgment whenever made to the Minister 
repelling, and to the communicant repelled, which judgment shall be final and 
conclusive; provided, that in case his judgment shall direct a further continu- 
ance of the repulsion, it shall, nevertheless, be subject to all the conditions and 
provisions of the Rubric. 


Canon XXII 
OF THE CHURCH PENSION FUND 


Section 1. In conformity with the resolutions adopted by the General 
Convention of 1913, setting forth the principles upon which a pension system 
for the clergy of the Church and their dependents should be constructed, pur- 
suant to which the corporation entitled the Church Pension Fund has been cre- 
ated to carry these principles into effect, the Diocese of Southern Virginia hereby 
enters into the system known as the Church Pension Fund. 


Section 2. The Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese shall appoint an- 
nually, a Committee to be entitled The Committee on Church Pension Fund, 
and to consist of three Clergymen and two laymen. The duties of this Com- 
mittee shall be as follows: 


1. To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fund the canonical roll 
of the Clergy of this Diocese, and of the clergy belonging to other dioceses or 
missionary districts who may be licensed to officiate in this Diocese, with a state- 
ment of the stipends received by each of said clergymen from any parish, mission, 
or other ecclesiastical organization in this Diocese. 


2. To secure from the Church Pension Fund annually a statement of the 
premiums necessary to be paid by each parish, mission, or other ecclesiastical 
organization in the Diocese, in order that the clergyman in receipt of stipends 
from such parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations may be en- 
titled respectively to pensions. 

3. Tosecure from the Church Pension Fund a statement of the annual interest 
accruing on the money held for investment for the benefit of the Disabled Clergy 
and Widows and Orphans of deceased clergy when this canon went into effect, 
and direct the application of the same to the credit of this Diocese with the Church 
Pension Fund as Council may direct. 

4. To inform the duly constituted authorities of each parish, mission, and 
other ecclesiastical organizations in the Diocese of the premiums payable by it, 
and of the time and manner of payment thereof. 

5. To elect a Treasurer who may not be a member of said Committee, 
who shall be required to give a bond satisfactory to the Committee, and whose 
duty it shall be, if the Committee so directs, to receive monthly, from all of the 
parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations in this Diocese, the 
aforesaid premiums and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the Church 
Seer Fund and to perform such other duties as the Committee may require 
of him. 
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6. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of the clergy and 
widows and minor orphans of clergy, canonically connected with this Diocese, 
who may be entitled to receive pensions from the Church Pension Fund. 


7. In general, to inform the clergy and laity of the Diocese of the pension 
system created by the General Convention and committed by it to the operation 
of the Church Pension Fund, whereby the clergy of the Church are assured of 
pensions, as of right, to themselves in the event of old age, or disability, and 
to their widows and minor orphans in the event of death, and to do all things that 
may be necessary or advisable in the premises, to the end that the moneys neces- 
sary to be paid by the parishes, missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations 
may be fully and systematically paid. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Finance Committee to make all 
necessary arrangements to provide for the annual payment to the Committee 
on the Church Pension Fund of the premiums payable on behalf of the Bishop 
of the Diocese, and also of the Bishop Coadjutor and the Suffragan Bishops if 
there be such, and on behalf of all clergymen whose stipends are paid directly 
by the Diocese, and to authorize the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay the same 
to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund, or as the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund may direct. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Board of Missions of the Diocese 
to provide for the payment of the premiums payable on all stipends of Clergy- 
men paid by said Board, and to pay the same to the Committee on the Church 
Pension Fund, or as the Committee on the Church Pension Fund may direct. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of every clergyman receiving a stipend 
or stipends, and the duty of every parish, mission or other ecclesiastical organiza- 
tion in the Diocese paying a stipend or stipends, to furnish a statement of such 
stipend or stipends to the Committee on the Church Pension Fund whenever said 
Committee shall, in writing ask for such statement. 


Section 6. After December Ist of any year the Bishop or the Chairman 
of the Pension Fund Committee, with the consent of the Bishop, shall have the 
authority to pay from any available funds all or any part of the current pension 
fund premiums due on behalf of any clergyman, where such payment may be 
deemed necessary to protect the interests, actual or provisional, of other clergy- 
men of this Diocese or their families, and such payment shall be accounted under 
Section 3 of Canon XIII as diocesan aid to the cure of which said clergyman has 
charge. 


Canon XXIII 
OF ABANDONED PROPERTY 


SECTION 1. Whenever any land, formerly owned or used by any con- 
gregation of the Protestant Episcopal Church within the Diocese of Southern 
Virginia, as a place of public worship or as a burial place, or as a residence 
for a minister, or for any other purpose for which religious congregations 
are authorized to hold property under the provisions of the Code of Vir- 
ginia, or any amendment thereof, has ceased to be so used or occupied by 
such congregation, so that the same may be regarded as abandoned property, 
title thereto shall vest in the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 


‘Section 2. There shall be appointed annually by the Bishop a Committee, 
composed of five members, to be known as the Committee on Abandoned Prop- 
erty, whose duty it shall be to ascertain, from time to time, what properties there 
are in the Diocese that come within the provisions of Section 1 of this Canon, 
and to see that trustees are appointed by the proper court or judge to hold title 
thereto for the benefit of the Diocese. This Committee shall constitute the 
proper authorities of the Diocese to make application for the appointment of 
such -rustées. 


Section 3. When any such trustees shall have been appointed, this Com- 
mittee shall make to Council a report setting forth, in each case, a description 
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of the property, the use to which it was put, the name by which it was known, 
the county or city in which the property is located, the names and addresses of 
the trustees so appointed, the date of their appointment, and the court or judge 
making the appointment. The Committee shall also file special reports when- 
ever required by the Bishop. 


Section 4, Whenever it shall be deemed desirable to sell any such prop- 
erty, the Bishop may, in the name of the Diocese, or in the names of the trustees 
so appointed, cause to be instituted such proceedings to that end as may be ap- 
propriate under the laws of the Commonwealth of Virginia. Whenever any 
such sale shall have been made, the proceeds thereof shall be turned over to the 
Trustees of the Funds of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia, and shall constitute a fund to be known as the Abandoned Property 
Fund, which fund, as well as the income therefrom, shall be used in such manner 
as the Executive Board of the Diocese of Southern Virginia may, from time to time, 
prescribe. 


Canon XXIV 
OF CHURCH AND DIOCESAN PROPERTY 


Section 1. No church shall be built in this Diocese on property, the title to 
which has not been approved by the Bishop and Standing Committee. 


Section 2. There shall be vested in the Executive Board of the Diocese the 
power to sell, or otherwise alienate, any real property owned by the Diocese, which 
power shall include the power to ‘mortgage or otherwise encumber the property, 
as well as the power to donate such property for Diocesan, parochial or other 
religious work. 


Section 38. There shall further be vested in the Executive Board of the 
Diocese of Southern Virginia the authority to recommend the appointment of 
Trustees to hold title to any Diocesan property in accordance with the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Virginia. 


Canon XXV 
OF PAROCHIAL INDEBTEDNESS 


1. No indebtedness shall be incurred by a parish, mission or congregation 
without the approval of the Bishop and Standing Committee, except— 


(a) Indebtedness for permanent improvements, replacements or additions 
to real estate or equipment, where the amount of such indebtedness, 
plus indebtedness of every kind already existing, shall not exceed 
one hundred and fifty per cent. of the average annual receipts of 
such parish, mission, or congregation during the past three years. 

(b) Indebtedness for current expenses where the amount of such indebted- 
ness, plus indebtedness for current expenses already existing, shall 
not exceed 20 per cent. of the total current revenues of such parish, 
mission, or congregation during the preceding fiscal year; and the 
payment of all such indebtedness shall be provided for in the budget 
of the next two fiscal years with reasonable expectation of its pay- 
ment out of the revenues of said years. 


2. In computing receipts under paragraphs (a) and (b) of oatastich 1 
receipts from or for endowments or from bequests shall not be included. 


3. Under circumstances requiring approval, the same shall not be granted 
unless the payment of all such indebtedness shall be arranged for on a plan of 
amortization or other method of payment submitted with the application and 
approved, 


4. This Canon shall not apply to the pat waneiy Bie existing loans. 
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Canon XXVI 
OF ALTERATIONS IN OR ADDITIONS TO THE CANONS 


No proposed alteration in or addition to the Canons shall hereafter be con- 
sidered by the Council, unless at least one day’s previous notice thereof be given 
in open Council, nor until such alteration or addition shall have been referred 
to and reported upon by a committee of at least two Clergymen. Nor shall 
such alteration or addition be adopted during the same Council in which it is 
proposed if two-thirds of the members thereof shall not concur therein; but if 
the majority be less than two-thirds, it shall lie over for consideration until the 
next annual Council. 


Canon XXVII 


All Canons in conflict with those herein are hereby repealed. 
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Concerning Bequests 


1—“‘The Minister is ordered, from time to time, to advise the 


People, whilst they are in health, to make Wills arranging 
for the disposal of their temporal goods, and, when of ability, 
to leave Bequests for religious and charitable uses.” Book 
of Common Prayer, page 320. 


Every person disposed to make a Bequest for the work of the 
Church in the Diocese should consult his lawyer in order 
that such Bequest shall be made in proper legal form. 


The Trustees of the Funds of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Southern Virginia is a corporation 
holding funds for the Diocese and for organizations as- 
sociated with the Diocese. Among the funds so held are 
the following: 


1—The Endowment Fund. The income from this Fund is 
used for the current operating expenses of the Diocese 
of Southern Virginia. 
2—Diocesan Missionary Society. The income from this 
fund is used for Missionary Work in the Diocese of 
Southern Virginia.
